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RETROSPECT OF 1873. 
(Continued. ) 

Imports. Grey Shirtings —The early part 

of the year was characterised by the 

customary Northern demand, and the 


33 | speoulation in anticipation thereof; dur- 


ing which, and influenced also by better 
news from the River ports and a weak- 
ening sterling exchange, there was a 





gradual advance in the value of every 
kind of 8}-Jbs. cloth from Tis. 1.81 a 
1.94 per piece at the close of 1872 to 
Tis, 1.95 @ 2.02 on 26th February. 
‘The first Northern steamers left shortly, 
afterwards, and then a Inll followed. 
Extreme quietness succeeded the open- 
ing activity, and with only two or threo 
breaks—when something like excite- 
ment ruled—tho market continued in a 
lifeless state during the next six months. 
Business so to speak had to be forced ; 
inducements had to be held out to 
buyers ; andas if matters were nob 
alzendy bad enough, Mildews began to 
accumulate, and the risk of keeping 
them was so great that holders wore 
very glad to realise them at any price. 
To add to the misfortunes of the for- 
eign merchant too, there was first a 
scarcity of water in the northern canals, 
and then the floods. Aftorwards we 
had prolonged drought in our own 
immediate neighbourhood; money was 
scarce and dear with us; ow recoipta 
were heavier than our doliveries, and 
everything went against the importer 
of Grey Shirtings. 

And yet, in the face of so many im- 
pediments, and throughout the whole of 
this period of depression, the weekly 
clearances of all weights were far 
oftener over than under 100,000 pieces. 
‘The early steamers had scarcely gone, 
however, when rates dropped to the 
opening level for common, and below 
that for Dewhurst’s and other crack 
chops: Nor did they rise much over 
it until mid-September, when diminish- 
ing supplies and tho unexpected de- 
mand from Japan strengthened holders 
and placed them on a more satisfactory 
footing. With such a trade passing, it 
seems strange that prices were kept so 
low during the latter part of the year. 
Stocks were heavy certainly, at the com- 
mencement, but not so heavy at any time 
as to cause any serious apprehensions to 
importers; and there is little doubt, had 
they been confident in the preserving 
qualities of much of their wares, they 
would have been able to secure far better 
results. A few could boast of un- 
tainted goods, bub even they- were 
powerless to sustain the market against 
those who were less fortunate, and 
whose most pressing interest it was to 
rid thomselves of Mildew. Then sized 
and waz-finished cloths arrived in 
quantity, and were readily sold to the 
trade at paying rates to the importers ; 
| and these descriptions acted power- 
folly against the dealers in honest 
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cloth who, until the frauds were detected 
by tho inland buyers, were so to speak 
forced to float with the tide and accept 
the prices tendered, or to closo their 
doors altogether. Sized cloth, we have 
been assured, has been imported at a 
laying down cost of under Tis. 1.75 
per piece, and more sales than one of 
them have been effected at very nearly 
that rate, and paid. The principal 
selling price, however, ranged from 
Tis. 1.82 a 1.92, the highest figure 
being obtained for rather better qual- 
ity, and the purchases were sent to 
Japan. For 7-Ib. Shirtings, 1873 has 
been a disappointing season. Prospects 
‘were not unfavorable by any means .nt 
the opening. Stocks were low, and 
they had not been so excessive during 
1872 as to lead to any fear of over 
supplying the inland markets; but after 
Jast Spring demand was satisfied, trade 
languished, stocks accumulated, and 
prices fell until they reached Tis. 1.66 
for Dewhurst’s best cloth. That was 
the lowest point, and it occurred in 
Tune. Matters, however, did not im- 
prove much during the latter half of 
the year, and from July to December the 
highest point reached was Ts. 1.70 per 
pieco, the average rate being Tis.1.69 for 
Eagles. 6-lbs.—Fair prices were real- 
ised from February to June, but after- 
wards the demand fell off, and this 
weight had also to be quitted at a 
heavy loss on laying down cost. 
10-lbs.—At the beginning of January, 
the quotations were ls. 2.40 « 2.55 per 
pieco -with a fair enquiry from the 
trade, and ere a fortnight bad passed 
holders had succeeded in raising rates 
by fully 5 cands. per piece. ‘Towards 
the end of February prices had im- 
proved still further, and Tis. 2.62 was 
the quotation for Dewhurst’s best 
cloth ; but a reaction set in then, and 
before the end of May more than 
‘Tis, 2.40 could not be obtained. This 
low rato was the result of heavy forced 
sales of mildewed goods. When the 
market was relieved of these, it im- 
mediately became healthier and steadier, 
and good cloth was soon saleable again 
ab Ts, 2.45, gradually advancing until 
it touched Tis. 2.53, which was the 
value of Tunsin (Dewhurst’s) Eagles 
on 31st December last. 

White Shirtings—The imports of 
1878 were 385,000 pieces, against a 
consumption of 525,000 pieces, which 
reduced the heavy stock—viz., 204,600 
pieces—with which business closed in 
1872, to 64,000 pieces on 31st Decem- 
ber last. The deliveries. were mostly 
for the northern ports, and by far the 
heaviest portion of them was cleared 
during the six weeks ending on 16th 
April, the Customs Gazette indicating 
clearances aggregating 147,000 pieces, 
fully one quarter of the trade of the 
year. But the spring seems to be 
always the best season for White Shirt. 
ings, and while the demand goes on 
prices generally touch their highest 
point. Thus on 1st January the quo- 
tations were Tis. 1.85 a 1.95 for ordi- 
nary 64 Reeds, and Tis. 2.05 a 2.18 for 





best ordinary and for Dewhurst’s chop, 
but in the beginning of April they had 
risen to Tis. 2.07 a 2.20 and Tis. 2.95 
a 2.80 per piece ‘respectively. While 
in May and down to end of the year, 
wo find little variation on Tis. 1.85 a 
2.00 for the former, with a range of 
Tis. 2.10 a 2.25 for the latter. From 
May to October the price for best chops 
remained stationary at Tis. 2.10 a 2.15, 
but improved to TMs. 2.224 a 2.25 in 
the course of the next three months. 
The market for the other reeds and 
qualities of White Shirtings, is usually 
governed by the business in 64 Reeds, 
and therefore we do not here particu- 
larise 56s, 60s, and 72s, other than to 
note the fact that an unusually small 
trade was done in the highest reeds 
last year. 

Drills—The course of the Drill 
market is very ensily defined. Prices 
opened in January at Tis. 2.87 a 2.95 
for 15-Ibs. English and Tis. 2.75 a 2.90 
for 18 a 14-Ibs. Dutch, with a stock of 
all kinds of only 118,100 pieces. On 
30th June they had declined to Tis. 
2.53 @ 2.83 and Tis. 2.45 @ 2.55, the 
stock being 850,200 pieces. While on 
Blst December the quotations stood 
nominally at Tis. 2.40 a 2.75, and Tis. 
2.30 a 2.50 per piece respectively. 
During the whole year a business 
showing a vast increase over that of 
previous years was transacted, more 
especially in the English manufacture, 
and for a time importers were realising 
profits, but heavy supplies were con- 
tinuously poured upou the market, and 
the result was a steady decline from 
the commencement of the trade in 
January to its close in December. Sized 
Drills have played an important part in 
the history of tho article during the 
year, but the fraud has been already 
discovered by the consumers, and, doubt- 
less, the dealers in honest cloth will 
soon be recompensed for their honesty. 
Meantime they are tho sufferers and 
have been so for many a month. Their 
imports have cost them far beyond 
what the artificial production can be 
sold at, and as consumption has been 
fed chiefly by the latter, they have 
been forced to lower their rates or do 
no business. For many months there 
has been scarcely any enquiry for 
Dutch Drills, and this is rather strange, 
considering that in general the Dutch 
fabrie is so much more free from 
adulteration, and that until quite lately 
when holders were “limited by home 
orders, they were quite willing to meet 
the market. Of American Drills there 
was none here until mid—June, and 
those then and subsequently imported 
are nearly all here still. ‘The price has 
fluctuated between Tis. 3.20 and Tis. 
8.60 per piece. Their laying down cost 
is a good 2 mace per piece over these 
figures. 

Jeons.—The trade in Jeans likewise 
shows © considerable increase over that 
of previous years, the country having 
taken 365,000 picces against 332,000" 











pieces in 1872, aud 189,000 pieces in 
1871, but the imports were also very 


large, and the stock at the close of the 
year was fully 10,000 pieces more than 
it was at the opening. A good demand 
prevailed in early spring, and under its 
influence prices advanced from Ts. 2.00- 
@ 2.10 per piece to Tis. 2.07 a 2.15, 
but enquiry slackened, stocks increased, 
and the rates declined to Tis. 1.78 
a 1.90 for common to best English, 
which were the quotations at the end 
of December. Very little of this article 
has been sold to a profit during 1873, 
‘The American Jean has not found a 
place on this market throughout the 
year, and the import of the Dutch ma- 
nufacture from its high cost, has fallen 
short of that of former years very con- 
siderably. 

Sheetinge—Both English and Ame- 
rican have lost heavily throughout. 
In early January a speculative pur- 
chase of Americans at Tis, 8.87 @ 3,92 
per piece was reported, but after being 
held for 2 or 3 months the buyers ree 
sold at Tis. 3.75 or so. Thereafter 
another sale was effected ab Tis, 8.70 
per piece for “Indian Head” to arrive, 
The merchant, however, a native, lost 
about Tis. 700 on the transaction. For 
English Sheetings the price dropped 
from Tis. 2.80 2 3.20 in January to 
Tis. 2.15 @ 2.25 in December, and dif- 
ficulty has been experieneed throughout 
the whole year in selling this article. 
Mildew has seriously prejudiced the 
market for English cloth. 

Fancy Cottons. —With few exceptions 
this class has also lost money to the 
foreign merchants, many of whom 
have continued to import more as a 
bait to bring the natives around, with a 
view to buying other imports, than with 
a view to or under any expectations of 
profit. Thero are several staple arti- 
cles, the trade in which rises to a res- 
pectable total value, and which find a 
market throughout the year. Amongst 
them we place Brocades—dyed, Spotted 
Shirtings, Ohintzes, Turkey Red Shirtings, 
Velvets and Handkerchiefs, but the other 
fabrics that go to make up this branch 
have their times and seasons, and it is 
folly to endeavour to sell them when 
the demand is off. At the beginning 
of the year the articles enumerated 
returned small profits to the importer, 
but as time rolled on the result was to 
the bad. Notably amongst them ap. 
pears Velvets, which shewed a selling 
rate of Tis. 0.27 a 0.80 per yard 
at tho opening, and which before 
six months had elapsed, had suffered a 
decline of about a mace per yard. As 
compared with the consumption of 1872, 
tho Velvet trade of 1878 contrasts very 
favorably, but during the former year 
business was kept down by the want of 
supplies, nearly all the cloth manu- 
factured in England having been 
directed to Germany. Japan has been 
the chief outlet for our surplus 
Veluets during the senson just closed. 
Chintzes—The clearances are about 
20,000 pieces less than the receipts, 
the respective figures being 278,000 
against 298,000, and the stock of 
1872 has been increased to the 
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extent of the difference. By the last 
returns of the Chamber of Commerce 
it was computed at 104,000. pieces. 
Brocades and Spotted Shirtings dyed.— 
The total deliveries of these amount to 
94,700 pieces, against an importation of 
92,400 pieces, and the range of prices 
has not been a wide one. Brocades 
have ruled pretty steadily at Ts. 2.75 
a 8.00 per piece, and for Dyed Spots, 
where there was a sale for them, the 
dealers have paid from Tis. 2.45 a 2.65 
per piece. But Dyed Spots have not 
been in favor and the trade in them 
has been insignificant. They are men- 
tioned in connection with Brocades, from 
the fact of imports and deliveries often 
being grouped together and so con- 
founded in the Customs Gazette statis- 
tics. Turkey Reds.—About 110,000 
pieces of these sum up the trade of the 
year. On the other hand the importa- 
tions have been 126,000 pieces, yet 
notwithstanding this excess rates have 
been maintained at a remunerative 
point generally, while some of the pre- 
ferred chops have been eagerly bought 
by the dealers at prices which give a 
very fair profit. We commence 1874 
with a supply of nearly 40,000 pieces, 
and some expectations from floating 
cargoes.

‘A meeting was held on Friday, of share- 
holders in the Shanghai and Hongkew 
Wharf Company. The accounts showed a 
profit on the year’s working of Tis. 24,531 
—afalling off of Tis, 6,222 from the previous 
year, attributed to the extreme dullness 
of trade. A dividend of 6 per cent had 
been paid for tho first half year, but the 
finances did not permit any for the second. 
Tis. 7,000 were lost through Mayne’s 
fraud, and the Directors did not appear 
hopeful of recovering much from his estate. 
Messrs Lavers, Grant, Bebn, King and 
Lind (P. & 0. Co.) were elected directors 
for the ensuing year. 

The annual meeting of the Raco Club 
was held on tho 27th February, Mr. 
©. L. Grant in the chair, The ac- 
counts, showing a balance of Tis. 5,360.06, 
were passed ; and of this amount it was 
resolved to devote Tis. 1,650 to paying off 
the remainder of Mr. Keswick’s loan on 
the Grand Stand, including interest ; and 
‘Tis, 1,750 to the purchase of 6 Race Club 
shares, leaving a balance of Tis, 2,000, or 
‘Tis. 600 less than the last year was begun 
with. ‘I'he old Committee were re-elected, 
viz., Messrs. G. W. Coutts, F. D. Hitch, 
F. M. Ringer, 0. L. Grant, ©. J. King, 
Dr. Gottburg and Barnes Dallas, Mr. 
King taking the place of Sir Edmund 
Hornby, who retires. A motion was carried 
that, after the Spring Meeting of 1874, the 
standard height of ponies should be raised 
to 14 hands, and that any over 13. should 
carry 5-Ibs. for an extra inch or fraction 
of an inch in all weight for inches races. 
An amendment that no limit should be 
placed on height, was lost. A vote of thanks 
to Mr, Dallas for his exertions in improv- 
ing the inner course, and to the Committeo, 
concluded the meeting. 

A meeting of the Base Ball Club was held 
Monday evening. Tho accounts, showing 
& balance in hand of Tis. 160, were passed; 
and Messrs. T. Olyphant, J. E. Waller, 
L. F. Fislor, P. K. Dumaresq, S. D. 
Webb and J. 0. Carleton (Secretary and

the ensuing year. 

The Volunteers have been {drilling un- 
usually actively of late. Probably the 
last sham fight showed them’ that they 
had become rather rusty; and Captain 
Whyte’s offer to lend a drill instructor 
was gladly accepted.

In consequence of a case that has lately 
arisen, where Messrs, Overbeck & Co,’ 
compradore absconded with certain China 
Bank orders belonging to the firm, tho 
Native Bankers of Shanghai have ad- 
dressed a letter to the Chamber of Com- 
merce, proposing two rules with regard 
to China Bank Orders, in  futuro,— 
1° That the absconding of n compradore 
shall not be held ground for a second claim 
in respect to orders he may misappropriate, 
2 That the finder of a lost order shall be 
entitled to a reward of 10 por cent of its 
value, ‘These rules Foreign merchants 
are asked to sign, but we imagine they will 
decline the proposal, as inconvenient. ‘The 
question has arisen out of the terms of the 
settlement come to in the Mixed Court, 
whereby tho loss was partitioned between 
tho Bank, Overbeck & Co, and Pustan & 
Co. into whose hands the order had passed. 

A correspondent however assures us that 
this settlement was not a formal decision but 
a voluitary compromise, A China bank 
order seems to be simply a banknote, for tho 
value of which, under ordinary circum- 
stances, you can no more claim on a bank 
if you lose it, than you can claim on an 
English bank for tho value of a five-tael 
note if your servant steals one, ‘The 
settlement in question, therefore, does not 
touch a principle; and. there seems no 
reason why things should not go on 
as before, pending some revision of the 
system if that be thought advi 
ble. It has been suggested that the 
question should be solved by insistanco 
on cash payment, instead of five days’ 
sight as is now the custom. If Bank 
orders were made payable on demand, 
there would certainly be so much less time 
for them to get lost or mislaid: in, than 
under the present system. Or why do not 
the native banks issue orders of the nature 
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of cheques, payublo to the order of some 
special individual ?—In the meantime, busi- 
ness is seriously hindered by the refusal of 
the Banks to issue any orders until’ the 
matter is settled, 

‘Wo givo elsowhero a translation of « 
curlous memorial presented some time ago 
to Li Hung-chang, rogarding the develope- 
ment of coasting trade in Chinese steamers. 
It ts said to have beon drawn up by a 
foreigner, but is so shallow’ and withal 
mischiovous in {ts tenor that we can hardly 
believe it was ‘so. His Excellency is 
troated first to a short dissertation on 
tho maritime regulations of European 
States, and asked why Chinese alone should 
be forced to admit vessels of other nations 
to engage in her coasting trade?—the writer 
having, notwithstanding, just demonstrated 
that England allows tho privilege. ‘The 
Chinese Government is urged, then, to 
notify Foreigners that, after a given date, 
their ships will not be permitted to en- 
gago in this trade, “by which meats 
the protective principle will be clearly 
promulgated, and Chinese steamship Com- 
panies will begin to flourish;"—the existence 
of troaty stipulations about sundry ports, 
and the probable disinclination of Foreig 
Governments to abrogate them, being ap- 
parently overlooked. ‘The principle of sub- 
sidies to mail steamer Companies is next 
brought forward, and an inducement ap- 
parently held out to the Chinese Go- 
vernment to imitate tho example and 
recoup itself by Postal revenues, by a 
confused quotation of large figures from 
tho last English budget. We fear, how- 
ever, that the number of letters which would 
pass through a Ohinese Post Office, until 
the Goverument has established greater 
confidence than yot oxists in Chines: 
Official Institutions, would hardly contri- 
bute a largo revenue, 

‘The O. M. S..N. Co.’s steamer Fusing 
steamed out of the harbour on Tuesday at 
noon—tho first vessel of the season for 
Tiontein, The ©. OC. S.N. Co.’s steamer 
Haining and the 8. S. N. Co.'s Shantung 
loft yesterday ; and the Take, Appin and 
Chihli to-day. 

Among the cargo of the Gleiartney is a 
consignment for the Kaou-chang-meaou 
Arsenal, of machinery requisite for iron 
shipbuilding. A steamhammer, weighing 
fourteen tons, was landed at Hunt’s Wharf 
on Friday, requiring the united strength of 
over a hundred coolies to move it with the 
‘capstan, . 

A Reuter's tolegram which wo publish 
above, says tho Claimant has been found 
guilty on every count and sentenced to 
fourteon years penal servitude.

Sho 
was perceived by the lighthouse keeper 
steaming for it, and stopped by hissignals, 
—At a meeting of the Club members, it 
was resolved to raise tho money for make 
ing additions to tho Club, by debentures 
bearing interest at 10 %.—Training for the 
Spring Meeting was to commence shortly. 
—A European dropped overbourd from tho 
Priam and was drowned, on her last 
downward voyage. The Market Report 
says no business had been dono in tea since 
tho 30th Jan., and no further supplies 
wero coming forward nor expected, Total 
export to date 64,864,603 Ibs.—nearly two 
millions in excess of '72 and six millions 
in excess of "71. ‘The Sarah Nicholson was 
to leave for New York on the 14th, and 
the Priam for England on the 15th Fo- 
bruary.

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‘THE P. AND 0. AND THE CANAL. 
Everyone is familiar with the witty if 
rather hackneyed definition of orthodoxy 
as “my” doxy, and heterodoxy as the 
doxy of all who dissent from the in- 
fallible “me ;” and it would seem as if 
in these days the distinction were worthy 
to be carried from questions of con- 
science to matters of commerce. “Free 
trade,” says the enterprising man of 
business, as he pushes his way in a 
particular line ; but no sooner does he 
attain a position where his interests may 
be menaced from internal or external 
causes, than his free trade orthodoxy 
freezes in its generous current, and to 
the view of all but its dogmatic holder 
takes the aspect of a protectionist doxy 
which, like charity, begins at home and 
ends there. 

Something like this is manifesting it- 
self among the steamshipfree-traders who, 
since the opening of the Suez Canal, 
have directed their energies to the carry- 
ing trade between England and the Far 
East. With an enterprise which is 
deserving of all credit and of every 
success, they have entered themselves 
against’ two established and powerful 
‘companies, and have secured for the 

ublic the inevitable advantages following 
from © keen competition; they have 
greatly reduced the rates of freight, and, 
by superseding sailing ships, have brought 
the markets of supply and consumption 
nearer each other, aud contracted the 
periods for which capital must be locked 
up in particular ventures. If, in_ spite 
of this, trade has not flourished, the 
failure must be set down to the manner 
in which these opportunities have been 
used by those engaged in it, rather 
than to any drawback essentially of 
the change itself. In working’ this 
revolution in the carrying trade, the 
“outside steamers” or” more regular 
liners which have taken to the Suez 
Caual route, have cut most seriously 
into the mail service lines of the Penin- 
swlar and Oriental Company and the 
Messagories Maritimes, which formerly 
enjoyed n monopoly of the traffic by the 
overland route, Tho latter Company, 
perceiving the necessity for adapting 
themselves to the new condition of things, 
took time by the forelock in remodelling 
their fleet and running their steamers 
through the Canal; the former, slower, as 
England generally was, toplacefaithin the 
new route, and hampered by engagements 
that bound them to the old, as well as by a 
flect less suited to the “through” traffic, 
postponed their adoption of the Caual, but 
shaped their policy soas to be able to even- 
tually useit. ‘The Messageries Maritimes 

rained kudos and cargo by their prompti- 
tude; while the P. & 0., pressed by their 
enterprising rival and other formidable 
opponents on tho’ line, suffered corres- 
pondingly in prestige and pocket, and, to 
maintain their hold on the through carry- 
ing trade, were fain to detail an occasional 
special steamer via the Canal. Passen- 
gers balanced the well-known merits of 
P. & O. steamers against the disndvan- 
tages of repeated changes en route, the 
magnificent accommodation of the mo- 
dern Messageries boat, and the cheapness 
regularity and general satisfactoriness of 
the O. 8. N. Co.'s aud other vessels, and 


the balance was against the leading Com- 
pany—most largely, it was generally as- 
serted, because theydid notusethe Canal. 
Thus pressed and urged on every band, 
the P. & O, Company, having for several 
yenrs past bent their energies to the task 
of getting an improved class of vessel 
suited to the altered route and circum- 
stauces of the trade, petitioned that 
their postal contract should be revised 
to enable them to do what every steamer 
leaving Europe for the Ear East, except 
theirs, does—go through the Canal. 
‘They make all provision against the 
possibility of accident, and can claim 
now that stoppages in the Canal, such 
as would imperil the regularity of the 
mail service, are very rare; while the 
exigencies of their position as public car- 
riers render it highly important to their 
interests that “their condition should be 
thus far ameliorated. Nothing apparently 
could be more reasonable, and, sofaras the 
mail service is concerned, an excellent pre- 
cedent has been given by the French. But 
that portion of the English public which 
iscomposed of steamship owners whohave 
been more alert than the P. & O., are 
suddenly taken with a conviction that 
the mail service is in danger of being 
delayed, when the times in fact demand 
that it should be accelerated. Purely 
in the public interest, therefore, they ask 
that the Suez Canal, so far as Great 
Britain is concerned, should be regarded 
asan orthodox route only for “private 
traders” engaged in the public carrying 
trade ; and that the bloated swallower of 
subsidies should be condemned to a 
healthy process of depletion, on the bare 
honour of carrying Her Majesty’s mails, 
till his system becomes so weakened that 
he must give way before the energetic pri- 
vate trader when it suits him to compete 
for the carriage of the mails. 

The leaders of the deputation which 
waited on the Postmaster-General on the 
last day of the year, certainly do not show 
in a disinterested light. They claim to 
represent 280,000 of the 400,000 tons of 
steamship tonnage passing through the 
Canal; but though they no doubt can 
find for themselves good reasons why the 
P. & 0. tonnage should not be added, 
these reasons are not likely to be equally 
satisfactory to the public, the P. &O. Co. 
‘and the Postmaster-General. In depre- 
cating the change, the first point made is 
loss of time; but the case of the only 
other mail service with which a compari- 
son might be made, is unsuitable and 
therefore judiciously overlooked. We 
believe the P. & O. actually offer to im- 
prove their time. Equally, in stating ten 
hours as the time now taken in sending 
the mails across the Isthmus by rail, 
the unimportant fact is overlooked, that 
the disembarkation of mails, passengers 
and cargo at Alexandria and their re- 
embarkation at Suez leave little to be 
chosen between that and the two and 
ahalf days which are said to be the 
average time of a Canal passage. The 
statement that the P. & O. are employ- 
ing their quickest vessels in private trade 
is rather an argument in favour of the 
change, since it shows the difficult posi- 
tion in which the Company are placed ; 
while the other statement, that with their 
subsidy they can drive private enterprise 
from the seas, is rather too extravagant. 
Is not the P. & O. too a combina- 








tion representing private enterprise ¢ 


Have its shareholders no other object 
as steamship owners than to run Her 
‘Majesty's mails and obtain a subsidy? 
Can an English Company be denied 
what its sister institution of France 
enjoys—the use of a public route, the 
cost of using which is chargeable only 
to itself? Private enterprise would 
seem to expect too much of the Govern- 
ment, if it expects it to place obstacles 
in the way ofan established Company—to 
which it pays a certain sum for doing 
certain special work in addition to its 
main object of public carrying—in order 
that private enterprise may thereby be 
fostered. The subsidy would hardly 
pay for the exclusive maintenance of a 
line of steamers; but unless the deputa- 
tion mean to argue that Government 
should employ and pay ships exclusively 
for its own work, they cannot logically 
restrict the efforts of the Government 
Carriers to earn a return on their invest- 
ment. Muchas we admire the enter- 
prise and energy which have charac- 
terised the proprietors of Holt’s and 
other lines of steamers, we cannot help 
thinking that their action in this matter 
has been a mistake, They confessedly 
show, in endeavouring to support their 
own case, how much the P. & O. lose. 
It would be as glaringly unfair to the 
latter as to their numerous customers, if 
‘an embargo were laid on the movements 
of their steamers, from which private 
enterprise is free. It is for private 
enterprise to form such a combination 
as will enable it to bid for the advan- 
tages which the subsidy gives, or—if that 
subsidy be thought extravagant—to com- 
pel the present holders, when they next 
tender for it, to do so on. terms which 
will reduce its amount. 








‘THE FOOCHOW ARSENAL. 

We cannot help thinking the Chineso 
Government has taken o somewhat 
premature step in dismissing its foreign 
employés at the Foochow Arsenal ; that 
is, of course, presuming that it is its 
intention to maintain that establishment 
in efficient working. At the same time, 
it is right to add that towards the indi- 
viduals concerned it has acted with 
liberality, and that M. Giquel’s staff leave 
their quarters with every reason to 
speak well of the Government in whoso 
service they have been employed. ‘Thero 
is no doubt that, in the long run, this 
policy is both good and sound finan- 
cially, and that the Chineso Govern- 
ment will be able to obtain, should 
it require them in the future, the 
services of efficient and useful men. 
With regard to the Arsenal (or rather 
Dockyard) itself, it is in its present con- 
dition a model establishment. Expense 
has not been spared on the machinery or 
buildings, and it contains every appliance 
needed for the-successful building of 
men-of-war—from the chronometer shop 
toa 14ton steam hammer now being 
erected in connection with a large rolling 
‘mill. M. Giquel’s talents as an adminis- 
trator have been amply proved in the: 
perfection to which each department has 
arrived underhis general superintendence. 

The Chinese Government having then 
at Foochow a dockyard, and appliances 
for turning out ships or iron work 
of every description, it may not be amiss 
to ask to what practical use an establish- 
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ment of so pretentious a nature has 
been turned, or is likely to be turned. 
Here we must confess ourselves much at 
fault ;and weimagine from whatis written 
tous by.a correspondent who has lately 
visited Foochow, that the Government it- 
self does not clearly see, now that it has 
all the means, what are to be the results. 
The Dockyard has turned out some fifteen 
‘vessels within the last seven years ; it has 
trained to a certain standard of efficiency 
anumber of youths, whom it has intended 
to take charge of these vessels. It has 
had classes of natives instructed up to 
a point, in many of the arts and 
“gciences ; and-all this we confess looks 
well enough on paper. But of the 
fifteen vessels built, ten are lying at 
anchor quietly in the river opposite the 
Dockyard; some of them had never 
been out except for the trial trip ; a few 
have got as far as Amoy, and more 
than one contrived to make a voyage to 
Shanghai or even further, when some 
specially bigh mandarin was to be con- 
veyed along the coast. Two of the last 
built ave being fitted up to enable them 
to carry a portion of the tribute rice to 
the North, and it is understood that they 
are to be lent by the Imperial Government 
to the C. M. Steam Navigation Co. It 
cannot be said that they are particularly 
well adapted to this last use, but on 
the score of utility, it is certainly a 
better application ‘than leaving them 
like the others, to rot at their anchors in 
the river opposite. Beyond this, the 
- only work of practical utility to which 
the Dockyard has been put, is the manu- 
facture of two iron buoys for the Har- 
bour department of the Customs. This 
is by no means a reassuring result of 
seven years labour, and the expenditure 
of a fabulous amount of money. The 
Government has the means at its dis- 
posal, but as is usual it lacks the ability 
to put those means to practical account ; 
and the Dockyard at Foochow is, so 
far, little more than a large toy, very 
pretty to look at, but very useless 
and, it cannot be forgotten, very ruinous 
to the province, from the burthensome 
taxes on trade for which it was made 
the pretext. 

It is scarcely from measures like these 
that we can argue the coming regenera- 
tion of China, ‘The Governmentis in fact 
-too-ignorant to know how little know- 
ledge it really has gained, and the 
Dockyard at Foochow is only an instance 
of what is going on elsewhere. To an 
European Power, the absurdity of getting 
rid: of experienced officers just at the 
time .that their services might become 
of value, would. be evident; but it is 
otherwise with the Chinese, A few 
cadets, taught a certain amount of En- 
glish and French in the schools attached 
to the Dockyard, and then sent for a 
‘yoyagewith the monsoon to Singaporeand 
back, in a training ship commanded by a 
British Officer, constitute the rising hope 
of a Chinese Navy. We have nothing to 
say against their preceptors; we have 
indeed only praise for them and for the 
pupils who have learnt much in a 
short time; one and all have done 
their best ; but with the Chinese, book 

iknowledge is taken to be the same 
asa practical acquaintance with detail. 
What is merely one of the means, 
and not the most important, towards 
the gain of practical knowledge, is 


substituted for that knowledge itself; 
and the Fuhkien fleet, with its native 
officers, remains a useles: incumbrance, 
and a dead weight on the province. It 
might be supposed that, along a coast 
known to be infested with pirates, such a 
force might be made useful as police; but 
no such idea seems to actuate its promo- 
ters. Perhaps they have more than one 
reason for such abstinence, and would 
searcely care to trust their own people 
too far. That the result might not be 
altogether satisfactory, we may learn from 
aslight incident. A cargobout going to 
the Anchorage fouled a boat-boom of 
one of the gunboats ; the man in charge 
explained who he was, and that he was 
ready to make good the damage, a fow 
dollars worth, An exorbitant demand 
was made by the gunboat, and in default 
of immediate payment ‘half the men 
were forcibly taken on board the gun- 
boat and kept as prisoners. Fortu- 
nately the boat was foreign owned, and 
representations were made through the 
Consul, resulting in the giving up the 
men, while not’ a cent was charged 
for the damage. Had the ease been 
a native one, nothing further would 
have been heard of it. ‘The money 
demanded might have been paid, and 
been quietly appropriated by the Com- 
mander of the gunboat. “Meanwhile, 
with all this expenditure of money, not 
one work of public utility has been 
undertaken. No road exists from Foo- 
chow to the Dockyard, a distance of 
about eleven miles. No attempt to im- 
prove the communications, to erect 
bridges, lay down buoys, introduce im 
proved irrigation works, or any of the 
thousand and one practical results which 
might be anticipated from an establish- 
ment of the sort, has been even dreamt 
of. There is the Yard; there the ma- 
chinery ; there the workmen; but so 
far as ‘we can infer at present from any 
good the Chinese have done with the 
vessels built, or seem likely to do with 
the appliances which now remain in 
their hands—the enterprise does not 
promise to repay the country a tithe of 
the great sums which have been lavished 
upon it. Goud has been done, by the 
knowledge implanted in the brains of 
some of the pupils; but the design and 
the energy to utilise and develope that 
knowledge seem lacking from the Coun- 
cils of Peking. 





CONSERVATIVE REACTION. 
Tus island Empires of the East and the 
‘West are at this moment, strange to 
say, similarly circumstanced. In both 
Great Britain and Japan we see a con- 
servative reaction. That which we have 
heard of so long has actually come to 
pass, and Mr. Disraeli has’ succeeded 
Mr. Gladstone. It would be untrue to 
say that he has turned him out. Mr. 
Gladstone has been his own executioner. 
He distinguished himself and then he 
extinguished himself. If he had pos- 
sessed reticence and temper, we had 
almost written self-respect, he might 
have been Premier at this moment, but 
outbursts like the speech at Whitby 
and the speech at Blackheath, could not 
be forgotten. It was clear that a first 
Minister in a constitutional country 
could not be long tolerated, who openly 





discussed the possibility of destroying the 


the bases of the system.- We have 
no sympathy with an effete toryism, we 
have no superstitious regard for names 
when the real ideas they represented have 
passed away ; but it is idle to sny that a 
first minister of the Crown can indulge, 
in public, in utterances positively revolu- 
tionary. Of course, other causes have 
contributed to the overthrow of the 
Gladstone Cabinet. The dissensions with 
which it was torn have been long a mat- 
ter of notoriety, and the various failures 
and jobs that have been disclesed—e.g. 
the Zauzivar Contract—have tended to 
damage and to weaken the Ministry. 
The Ashantee War is not a pleasant 
episode in our military history, and it is 
fortunate that the end of this dismal 
business does not lap over into the Dis- 
raeli period. The country above all 
wants rest. We have had enough of 
what Lord Salisbury wisely called 
“heroic legislation.” It is not well for 
people always to be asking, what will 
Government do ‘next? It was no mere 
figure of speech, but an absolute truth 
which Mr. Disraeli uttered, when he said 
that the Gladstone Ministry had “haras- 
sed and worried the country.” England 
was treated by Mr. Gladstone as Paul 
Dombey was treated by Cornelia Blim- 
ber. We were always Yeing compelled 
to resume our studies, We were never 
given a moment's breathing time to digest 
the lessons we had acquired, but were 
hurried on from elementary’ books to 
hard ones, and from hard books to books 
harder still, until utter weariness was 
followed by irritation, and the pupil, over 
doctored, lectured, and schvol-boarded, 
waxed disgusted. The whole blame of 
the blunder rests with the late Govern- 
ment, for there can be no question that 
the spirit of the day is Liberal. A course 
of restless legislation at home and of di- 
plomatic failure abroad have however had 
their natural effect, of disgusting the 
nation. 

All professions and trades, fromsoldiers, 
sailors and lawyers, to theatrical mana- 
gers and even poor match-makers, havo 
been goaded and teased by irritating 
legislation, until they were well nigh 
weary of their lives. It is this special 
feattire of Mr. Gladstone's policy, if policy 
it ean be called, which suggests a com- 
parison between the conservative re- 
action in civilised England and that 
in semi-civilized Japan, ‘There re- 
ally is a kind of resemblance between 
Mr. Gladstone and the Mikado. If the 
Mikado were to attend a wedding break- 
fast, a reminiscence of the sacred charac- 
ter he has almost abrogated might, induco 
him to talk very much as Mr. Gladstone 
did lately. This allusion, however, is 
perhaps unbecoming. ‘The special cha- 
racteristic which the ex-Premier and the 
Sovereign of Japan have in common, is a 
passion for rulesand regulationseminently 
calculated to vex and disturb the ruled 
and regulated ones. The downsitting 
and uprising of every individual Japanese 
is a matter to be ordered and controlled. 
It was scarcely possible to cross a 
street, or to sneeze, without becoming 
amenable to some law of the Mikado 
and his Council of State. Now this is 
the most afilictive of all dispensations, 
and it is the spirit of tiresome inter- 
ference with daily life which has pervaded 
Mr. Gladstone's policy and made him 0 








extremely unpopular. We trust fer- 
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vently that some few years of peace 
await England, and that her present 
rulers will avoid runnitig into the error 
of their predecessors. We are not quite 
confident, but we are hopeful. The land 
of the Rising Sun has to face many trials 
before she finds a period of rest, for in 
semi-civilised countries, a conservative 
reaction is synonymous with a ery for 
war. It was so in our own land until 
recently, but now the Upper House is so 
thoroughly leavened by new men, and 
the Lower House so full of members who 
have everything to lose and nothing to 
gain by revolutionary movements, that it 
is no longer Peers against Commons. 
‘The complications and cross interests 
that centuries of civilization have fostered, 
have softened the hard lines that in 
rude countries and rude ages divide the 
Daimio from the ‘I'rader, the Baron from 
the Burgher.

One should read the Legacy of Iyeyas, 
in order to appreciate thoroughly the im- 
meuse changes which have been wrougltt 
in Japan during the last five years. ‘That 
the changes have been great, every one 
knows, but we perhaps do not appreciate 
the utter overthrow of traditional custom, 
faw and maxim, which is distarbing 
the mind of the people. Every student of 
Tapaneso politics has heard of the laws of 
Gongensama ; and nearly everyone knows 
that Gongensama is tho posthumous title 
under which Iyeyas, the founder of the last 
ynasty of Tycvons, is now worshipped asa 
domi-yod. It is theso laws which Mr. 
Lowder now places in the hands of the 
Western reader, and we thank-him for en- 
‘abling us to peruse a document which he 
truly affirms to rival in interest the will of 
Peter the Great, ‘To quote the words of 
the prefaco : ‘Iyeyas left a mark on the 
history of Japan that time has not suc- 
ceeded in effacing in two and a half cen- 
turies, With a foresignt almost super 
human he looked into the future, and by 
the creation of a political machine nearly 
perfect, assured to his dynasty a security 
almost unparalleled. In this Code the 
student of Japanese history will find the 
solution of many difficulties, and its readers 
will have before them the Constitution 
under which the country was governed” 
until the time when it gave way before 
the momentum of Western civilisation, 

Tyeyas’ Legacy is a document in one 
hundred chapters, comprising a perfect 
codeof moral and political maxims, as terse 
as they are comprehensive, and as lucid as 
they are terse, These very qualities render 
the pamphlet difficult of review. It is 
impossible to summarise; we can only 
quote chapters as specimens of the force 
and variety of the apothegms. 

‘Tho necessity is first inculeated of “ap- 
plying the undivided attention of the 
min to that which is naturally distasteful, 
setting aside one’s own inclinations.” And 
few will deny that this maxim covers a 
great secret of success in life, though it is 
to be feared few of us act up fully to the 
Precept. . 1v. provides in six lines for 





























the election of a successor in case of failure 
of direct heirs to a dynasty ; and the fol- 
lowing one decrees as tersely for the applica- 
tion of the revenue. ©. virr, arranges the 
Imperial Court and its officers after the 
fashion of an astrological diagram, and 
©. xiv. defines the gradations of rank, 
in order to avoid all possibility of dispute, 
If a daimio disobey the laws “to the 
injury of the people,” his territory shall 
be confiscated. Magistrates are to be 
chosen from among men upright and pu 
anda member of the Gorogio, or Chief 
Couneil of State, should drop in on them 
unexpectedly, at frequent intervals, to in- 
quire into their mode of administration, 
C. xv. deserves to be quoted entire:— 

In my youth, my sole aim was to con- 
quer and subjugate inimical provinces, 
and to take revenge upon the enemies of 
my aneestors. Yuyd teaches, however, 
that ‘to assist the people is to give peace 
to the Empire ;” and since Ihave come to 
understand that the precept is founded on 
sound principle, I have undeviatingly fol- 
lowed it. Let’ my posterity hold fast this 
principle. Anyone turning his back npon 
itis no descendant of mine. The People 
are the foundation of the Empire. 

Strong prohibitions are uttered against 
change and innovation, which always cre- 
ate disturbance, . xv. forbids that even 
a faulty regulation be altered, if it has 
been allowed to remain in force fifty years, 
Damios are ordered to make tours of 
inspection into the prosperity or adversity 
of the population of their territories, We 
quote C, xxur entire. 

It has been said of old, “ Although ad- 
‘vised on all sides to put to death, put 
“not to death : but when all the people of 
country advise capital punishment, 
t it only after reiterated investiga- 
“tion into the merits of the case in ques- 
“tion. 

“Though advised on all sides to confer 
“reward, confer not reward ; but when al 
“the people of the country advise the 
“bestowal of reward, concede only after 
“reiterated enquiry into the merits of the 
“ease in question.” 

‘The art of governing a country consists 
in the manifestation of due deference on 
the part of a suzerain towards his vassals, 
Know that if you turn your back upon 
this, you will be assassinated, and the 
Empire will be lost. 

Even in those days, fishing and hawking 
had been deprecated as cruel, but Iyeyas 
advocates them. ‘The tribute offering, by 
noblemen, of the spoil of the hunt and of the 
chase to the Emperor, is an ancient custom 
among the military classes of other coun- 
tries as well as of Japan. It tends to ren- 
der soldiers expert in the use of the bow 
and in horsemanship, and in times of great 
pence is remindful of the excitement of 
war, Itisacustom which should not be 
discontinued.” O. xxxr says— 

High and low alike may follow their 
own inclinations with respect to religious 
tenets which have obtained down to the 
present Lime, except as regards ‘the false 

rupt school.” [Roman Catholic.] 
ous disputes have ever proved the 
bane and misfortune of the Empire, and 
should determinedly be put a stop to. 

Tyeyas does not seem to have thought 
highly of physicians. “A sage of old es- 
tablished a medical code, and there may 
be proof, in the effectual cure of disease, 
that others have drawn from thisstream ;” 
but they should not be too highly rewarded 
Jest they become indolent. C. xxv 
recognises a Spiritual Chief in the Empire 




























































and a Military Chief, but no divided 
authority ; if any opposition is shown to the 
precepts of the latter, it is to be punished 
severely and incontinently. ©, xxxvit 
contains the famous saying that “a girded 
sword is the living soul of a Samurai, In 
the case of a Samurai forgetting his sword, 
act as is appointed ; it may not be over- 
looked.” We can imagine the feeling with 
which the discouragement of arms by the 
present Government is regarded by a class 
with whom this maxim is a tradition of 
centuries. 

In ©. xu we find a maxim which was 
often acted on, in the early days of foreign 
intercourse, and notably in the case of 
Richardson’s murder by the followers of 
Shimadzo Saburo. 

Parties fighting and wounding each other 
with sharp instruments are equally culp- 
able, but should be judged according to 
tho severity of the wounds inflicted. ‘The 
rule of procedure on such occasions is to 
arrest the criminal party ; but at times it 
may not be expedient to trace him, 

And in the following chapter wo havo 
‘a justificatory maxim for many of the 
attacks on foreigners during the early days 
of our intercourse, Every foreigner who 
behaved to s Samurai with less respect 
than the latter thought due, was legally 
at his merey. 

‘The Samurai aro the masters of the four 
classes. Agriculturers, artizans, and mer- 
chants may not behave in a rude manner 
towards Sunurai, The term for a rude 
man is “other than expected fellow ;” and 
a Saniurai is not to be interfered with in 
cutting down a fellow who has behaved to 
him in a manner other than is expected, — 
‘The Samurai are grouped into direct ro- 
tainers of high and low grade; but tho 
samo line of conduct is equally allowable 
to them all, towards an “other than ex- 
pected fellow.” 

Early matrimony is enjoined, and the 
right of confiscation asserted in caso of a 
man dying without a son, but adoption is 
fully recognised. Adultery may be pun- 
ished by the injured husband, by instantly 
killing both offenders; if however a hus- 
band belonging to the lower classes wish to 
spare them, his wish may be considered ; 
but not so among the Samurai, “Men 
and women of the military class are ex- 
pected to know better,” and shall at onco 
be punished, without deliberation or con- 
sultation, Here again, it will be seen, wo 
have a string of clauses tending to exalt 
the Samurai, and throwing much lighton the 
causes of irritation that exist for this class, 
inrecent legislation, By ©. ir vendetta is 
distinctly inculeated, in the case of injury 
done to master or father, Confucius is 
quoted to establish that ‘you and the in- 
jurer cannot live together under the canopy 
of heaven.” A person harbouring such ven 
-geance is to give notice to the authorities of 
his intention, and he shall not be hindéred, 
This notice, however, must be giver 
«Fellows who neglect to give notice of their 
intention are like wolves of pretext; and 
their punishment or pardon shall depend 
on circumstances.” . rir says— 

‘The guilt of a vassal murdering his suze- 
rain is the same in principle as that of an 
arch traitor to the Emperor. His imme- 
diate companions, his relations, and all 
even to his most distant connexions shall 
be cut of and mowed to atoms, root and 
fibre. The guilt of a vassal only lifting 
his hand against his master, even though 
he does not assassinate him, is the same, 
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‘Marriage and respect for marriage are 
often enjoined. 0. nv says— 

Tt is a righteous and world-recognized 
rule that a true husband takes care of out- 
side business, while a trne wife manages 
the affairs of the house. When a wife oc- 
cupies herself with outside affairs, her 
husband loses his business, and it’ is a 
pre-evidence of ruin to the house :—it is 
‘as when a hen is afilicted with a propensity 
to crow at morn, and an affliction of which 
every Samurai should beware. This again 
is an assistance in the knowledge of man- 
kind, 

‘A number of following chapters treat of 
political districts ; and C. rx1v makes espe- 
cial provisions regarding Nagasaki, as this 
is a port at which the vessels of other 
countries touch.” A number of Municipal 
and Social maxims follow, and we could 
well wish power existed to enforce C. rxvz 
of Iyeyas’ Code, in our own Settlement. 

Regarding thoroughfares, both in Go- 
vernment territory and thronghout the 
empire, 36 feet is the proper width of the 
“great sea rond ;” but including the trees 
on either side, it should have a uniform 
width of 120 feet. 18 feet isthe proper 
width of the ‘small sea road ;” butinelud- 
ing the margins on either side it should be 
of a uniform width of 60 fect. ‘Twelve 
feet is the proper width of cross-ronds and, 
horse roads ; inclusive of the side-walks 
80 feet should be the uniform width. 

It is strange to find imbedded in the 
Laws of Gongensama a maxim for which 
we are indebted to the Talmud, but which 
Tapan no doubt derived from the Confucian 
philosuphy by which its polity is so 
strongly tinctured. If, says ©. uxxs., 
‘tho golden rule, “Do not unto, others 
that which you would not have others do 
to you,’ be so firmly grasped in the heart 
as not to be lost sight of for a moment, 
the force of example will induce inferiors 
to conform to this virtuous teaching ; and 
not only immediate attendants, but the 
population at large, will naturally flow 
sinoothly along as water to its outlet.” 

Another clauso recognises a principle 
that is gradually foreing its way into re- 
cognition, in the legislation of the West. 

Virtuous men have said, both in poetry 
and standard works, that houses of debauch 
for women of pleasure and for street- 
walkers, are the worm-eaten spots of cities 
and towns, But they are necessary evils, 
which if forcibly abolished, men of un- 
righteous principles would become like ra 
welled thread, and there would be no end 
to daily punishment and flogging. 

Tt would seem that a system akin to suttee 
used to prevail in Japan ; only the sacrifice 
here was that of aservant on the tomb of his 
lord. Tyeyas, however, distinctly pro- 
hibits the practice, and orders confiscation 
of the property of whoever shall “follow 
his lord in death.”—The great statesman, 
accustomed to discern and use the ability 
of others, enjoins in Art, rxxvir a similar 
discretion on his descendants. “ Every 
individual man has special use. Make 
uso of a wise man’s wisdom, of a brave 
man’s courage, of a strong man’s strength, 
of a weak man’s weakness, of each, in 
short, according to his individual capa- 
bility ;—for just as a gimlet will not 
answer the purpose of a saw, neither will 
an, ignorant or a weak man answer the 
purpose of a strong man, and should thero- 
fore not be employed in his stead.” 

‘A variety of rules detining rank of classes 
and enjoining respect and order among 
inferiors, follow. In ©, xxxxvr Iyeyas 





























confesses to having wilfully infringed a 
law, in erecting several temples of which 
there should be but one; and he blames his 
transgression, Gambling and drunkenness 
and inattention .to business are blamed 
as certain to result in want, misery and 
disturbance. The principle of Government 
responsibility for widespread disorder is 
recognised in Japan asin China.“ When 
the Imperial mode of Government is un- 
clear the five grains do not ripen, When 
punishments aud execution abound in the 
Empire, it may be known that the Shogoon 
is withont the virtue of benevolence and 
degenerate.” Further, the Eminent must 
obey the laws which are made for the 
control of the Vulgar. 

‘When laws are made by the eminent and 
issued to the peuple, a nonconformity to 
the provisions of such Inws on the part of 
the eminent engenders ridicule and oppo- 
sition on the part of the lower orders. 

It is no easy matter to make one’s prac- 
ce conform to what one preaches ; 30 that 
it is incumbent to face one’s own self, and 
investigate each particle of conduct with 
grinding torture. 

We fear, however, that our readers will 
be wearied by the length and frequency of 
the quotations into which we have been 
Jed, in turning over the pages of this remark- 
able compilation; and will only venture one 
more reference to it, before closing our 
notice, O, xovr. and xovtt, order that when 
foreigners come to offer presents, they shall 
be received with proper hospitality and 
sumptuous display, that the affluence and 
military power of the Empire may shine 
forth. The whole duty of doing this belongs 
to the Ministers of the Shogoon. And when 
foreign vessels arrive, information of the 
fact shall immediately be given, and their 
business learned. “According to cireum- 
stances, they shall be treated with com- 
miseration and benevolence, or with di 
fied reserve. In all cases a guard shall be 
placed on board for their restraint.” 

‘The great writer declares in conclusion— 
as Oriental legislators have usually done— 
that his object in drawing up these rules 
has been to “ transmit and not to frame,” 
not to destroy but to fulfil. He has em- 
bodied these chapters as “an example 
which, although it may not hit the 
mark, will not be very far wide.” 
Our readers will at any rato see, from the 
examples we have quoted, how great and 
lasting has been the influence of Iyeyas’ 
precepts upon his countrymen, We can 
see in them the origin of every act that has 
concerned ourselves, and the explanation 
of much that we may have noticed without 
understanding the depth of the principle 
at stake. Above all, the book teaches us 
to understand the immensity of the change 
implied in the recent proceedings of the 
Government ; and the degree of discontent 
they must have engendered in the minds 
of the Samurai, who are legislated for 
throughout the Code as a special and 
favoured class.

NEWCEWANG. 

The sufferings of the natives, which I 
alluded to in my last letter, have been 
much alleviated by the Taontai who has 
furnished clothing, and by native merchants 








ied some 1,200 patients 
daily with a meal of hot millet. They have 
probably been shamed into doing something 
by the subscription raised by Foreigners 
rough the preiecworthy exertions of Rev. 
John Ross. The body of natives, about 
sixty men, drilled under Captain Man, 
reflect much credit on the Customs to whom. 
they belong. It is quite a treat to witness 
their behaviour and soldierly appearance, 
and it is wonderful how quickly they have 
learned manceuvres of all kinds, ‘The coun- 
try is quiet, except for rumours, which are 
made the most of by the Tacutai whenever 
foreigners wish to make little excursions in 
the interior ; but fortunately our Consuls 
will not establish such a bad precedents to 
frighten us from harmless trips, or excur- 
sionists take warnings with such reservation 
as they deserve. Directly the Chinese 
Government feel that we can ensily be pre- 
vented going to the hills hy rumours of 
robbers, &., we shall never be able to go 
ten miles from home. When the ‘Taoutai 
tells a Cousul that it is a 
the thousand hills (ie 
the latter should re 
is his (the Taout 
travelling safe, as it is in all civilised 
countries ; and that a land where people 
can be robbed on high roags is hardly one 
where the term ‘ Barbarian” should be 
flung against Europeans, who at any rato 
can guarantee the safety of a Chinese or 
other traveller over every locality where 
our Governments pretend to have any con 
trol whatever, It is useless to shilly shally 
with native authorities. ‘Touch them on 
the “raw” whenever you ean do it with 
clean hands, and there is a chance of shew- 
ing them the difference between the ‘* Bar- 
Darian” and the “Celestial.” What is 
the uso of a surgeon feeling for the bullet 
over the surface of the wound? He must 
probe, sir, fearlessly, and deeply, at once, 
One good ‘useful pain is surely better than 
a repetition of smaller cruelties | 

For all the Taoutai’s warnings, several 
| chad have been into the interior, and 
have returned quite safely, not having met 
a robber, or any but the quiotest and most 
hospitably inclined Chinese. Whenever

PEKING. 

On the 8th instant at noon all the public 
offices at the capital closed, or in the 
Innguage of the Chinese, “ the seals of the 
offices were shut up at that hour for the 
New-year holidays.” ‘Che mass of the 
petty mandarins, secretaries, clerks, é&c., 
&c., would, immediately after the ‘above 
mentioned ceremony, leave for their homes, 
if within accessible distance from Peking ; 
and will not return to their duties till 
the 20th day of the first moon, when the 
offices will again be opened for the dis- 
patch of public business, Should it- how- 
ever become necessary during the holiday, 
(aud a whole month is no inconsiderable 
part of a year), on account of some im- ° 














portant affair having arisen, that tho 
chiefs of the public offices should use 
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their seals, these aro taken out of their 


boxes, but the characters 309 FA] 4S Ey 


are stamped alongside the seal impres- 
sions on the documents ; shewing that the 
seals were taken out temporarily and 
used during the holiday period. The 
high officers—five in number—forming 
the Privy Council, and even probably 
the subordinate officials, will however, 
nearly up to New-year’s day, meet together 
from time to time to consult on public 
affairs, and have audiences of His Majesty 
in relation to such. The Peking Gazette, 
after the closing of the public offices and 
till they open, is only published every 
other day ; 80 for thirty days the Gazette 
will not every day appear, together with 
the hot rolls and tea, on our breakfast 
tables.” 

If we cast our eyes over the list of the 
officials who dispatch the business of 
the Tsting-le Yamun, or we should say 
the Foreign Office of China, we cannot but 
‘be struck by the fact that it contains the 
names of a large number of the chief offi- 
cials—the presidents and vice-presidents— 
of the Six Boards, and of the other great 
public offices of the capital. From the 

imple fact, then, of theso officials filing 
such important ‘and influential positions, 
we caunot but conclude that they are, i 
the minds of tho Emperor and 
mediate and principal adviser 
to be men of great experience, intelligence, 
and ability; and their appointment to 
transact the Foreign Office business clearly 
shows that this has taken an important 
rank in the public affairs of the Empire, 

‘We have at this moment the following 
officials holding the position of members 
of the Tsung-le Yamun and having the 
rank of chief in i 

Kung-teing-wang (4649) 5) or Prince 
Kung ; the Gth son of the former Emperor 
Taoukwang, aud uncle of the present Em-

HONGKONG. 
At the meeting of the Victoria Fire In- 
surance Company, on the 20th, the report 
was passed and retiring directors and 
auditors re-elected.—The report of the 
Hongkong & Whampoa Dock Co., limited, 
for the half-year to Dec. 31, shows gross 
earnings of $253,091.79 and an available 
balance of $38,608.31. §6,750 are absorbed 
by returns to contributing shareholders 
and directors and auditors’ fees, but the 
rest will not be appropriated to a dividend 
until the sense of the meeting be taken as 
to whether it should not rather be applied 
to reducing the loaus on the Compan} 
property.—The small steamer Wanloong is 
agam afloat. A total of twenty-six bodies 
has been found. The inquest has been 
resumed and again adjourned.—The report 
of the Cxptain-Superintendent of Police 
takes a satisfactory view of crime in the 
Colony. Following this, however, we have 
recorded two murders among Chinese, and 
a suicide.—Mr. John Bramstone has been 
appointed Attorney-General, and to act 
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provisionally as Puisno Judge, Mr. 
Hayllar continuing to act as Attorney-Ge- 
neral.—On the anniversary of Washing- 
ton’s Birthday, a reception and dance was 
given on board the U.S. flagship Hart- 
ford.—The Races have occupied a good 
portion of the week. We give details 
elsewhere. It has been remarked, with 
reference to the doings of Northern ponies, 
and still more of Northern jockeys, that 
the Shanghai races were very success- 
fully run in Hongkong. The Colony was 
crowded with visitors from the Ports and 
particularly from Shanghai, In addition 
to the regular programme, two events 
came off on the 23rd, viz., a match Grass- 
hopper v. Vis-t-Vis, weight for inches, for 
$500. 14 miles ; won by Grasshopper ; time, 
3m. 29sec. ‘The Shanghai Oup.~$50, for 
all beaten ponies at the meeting that have 
not been placed; 1} miles; six started, 
the first three in being Black Prince, 
Coroner and Sauce, The Race Ball came 
off the same evening in the City Hall. 
‘the Mail remarks that a novelty was in- 
troduced at the Course. The Race Com- 
mittee had a small hand printing press 
taken to the ground, and the returns of 
the various races were printed and sent 
into town after each event.

CHINA BANK ORDERS. 

The following communication on the 
subject of Native Bank Orders, has been 
submitted to the Chamber of Commerce 
for tho consideration of the Committee. 

‘Mutual confidence isthe soul of trade, and 
on public confidence in Native Bank orders 
do tho commercial relations of this port 
and the rest of China largely depend. ‘Tho 
ordora aro issued at sight and at soveral 
days, up to ten, respectively. At maturity 
payment is mado without fail. ‘The order 
alone is recognised and not the holder. 
‘This is the established custom handed down 
from old ; from its invariable recognition 
merchants have faith in the orders ; the 
orders are thus liable to cireulate, and both 
Foreigners and Chinese derive accommoda- 
tion therefrom: 

‘Unfortunately a caso arose Inst year cal- 
culated to upset the-previous law. During 
the winter of that year, the compradore of 
a German firm, Mossrs. Overbeck & Co., 
disposed of the Yong-ich and Hwei-an 
Bank orders, for two thousand taels each, 
to Heng-yih Bank and Looling (Pustau & 
Co.) compradore respectively. 

‘The orders were noted and stamped on 
presentation by the last-named holders. 
‘Two days subsequently, Overbeck & Co.’s 
compradore unexpectediy absconded, and 
Messrs. Overbeck & Co., who were in- 
volved, instead of applying to the securer 
of their compradore for indemnity, unrea- 














sonably instituted a suit for the recovery 
of the two notes, on the ground that they 
had been lost. 

The decision given by the Mixed Court 
was that Heng-yih and Looling should 
unitedly receive two-thirds of tho total 
amount, and that Messrs. Overbeck & Co. 
should be entitled to the remaining third. 
This judgment completely undermines the 
previously accepted law in regard to Bank 
orders, trade will afterwards be difficult to 
carry on, and Bank orders will be reluctant- 
ly accepted. Heng-yih and Looling had 
received their orders in the ordinary course 
of business, and that they should be com- 

elled to lose one-third of the amount, after 
Raving further noted them, is on the face 
of it unjust. 

It therefore becomes a matter of the 
first importance to the interests of trade, 
that the law respecting Bank orders should 
be again clearly defined. We have there- 
fore discussed and resolved upon the fol- 
lowing rules. 

Ist.—That in the event of the Compra- 
dore of any firm absconding or concealing 
himself, it shall not be competent with the 
Foreign firm to treat the orders that may 
have disappeared as lost orders, ‘That the 
payment of said orders shali be made, 
according to custom previously established, 
to the presenter of the order. 

2nd.—That in the case of an order being 
really lost, the finder shall be rewarded 
with Tis, 10 p. mil of the value, and pay- 
ment made to the owner, according to 
custom, 

These rules are in conformity with 
established custom, and calculated to meet 
all requiremnts. ' All Foreign firms 
solicited to give their acquiescence by sub- 
soribing their names below.

‘The Caaraaan opened the business by 
reading the notice calling the meeting. He 
then said—as the Report had been in the 
hands of the shareholders for several days, 
had he presumed been carefully stud~ 
ied by those present, there was not very 
such necesity for expatiating upon the 
facts there laid before them. Tlie accounts, 
he thought, were sufficiently explanatory 
of themselves. It had been a disappoint- 
ment to the Directors as well as to the 
shareholders to have to finish the year 
without paying their usual second dividend, 
and equally so that they were unable to 
make that return to contril share- 
holders that they had hitherto been in the 
habit of doing. But the circumstances of 
the year, as they all knew, had been excep- 
tionally ‘unfavourable to the Compan; 
trade had been bad, and other misfortunes 
had come to them, which he need not 
dwell upon, but which he hoped they had 
seen the last of, and with a general revival 
of trade the Company might share in the 
prosperity which would follow. He would 
be happy. to give any explanations which 
shareholders might require. If there were 
no remarks to be made, he would propose—

REEORT. 

The accounts which the Dircotors have the 
honour to lay before the Shareholders, shew 
that the Company has, like most other local in- 
stitutions, been affected by the general de- 
pression of trade in China, during the year 
1873. It will be seen that the net earnings 
have fallen short of those of the preceding 
year by the sum of Tis. 6,292.02, the balance 
at credit of Working Account for 1873 bein, 
‘Tis. 24,531.86 against Tis. 30,753.88 for 1872, 
‘The Directors, however, have reason to hope 
that during the current year the Company 
will recover its former position, and their 
facilities for whariage aro adequate to meet 
any increase likely to ocour in the shipping 
business, 

It is with much regret the Directors have 
to report the discovery of certain frauds and 
irregularities of their late Manager, whereby 
the Company has sustained loss,” The cir- 
cumstances attending these transactions aro 
sufficiently well-known to render any detailed 
reference to them here unnecessary, and the 
Directors would only state that tho most 
stringent precantions have been adopted to 
prevent the recurrence of these or any other 
species of fraud. 

‘The usual interim dividend of 6 per cent. 
on Capital was paid to Shareholders for the 
first half of the year 1873, as up to'the 30th 
June the earnings of the Company were 
amply sufficient; but the diminution in 
business and the untoward circumstances 
above referred to, which have all fallen on 
the second half year, leave the Directors 
without the means of recommending a further 
dividend, the earnings having been all ab- 
sorbed, leaving a small balance at debit of

Mr. Lansay said it appeared by the 
Accounts that they had had to pay some- 
thing like Tis. 7,000 on account of Mr. 
Mayne’s defaleations; might he ask if 
there was any chauce of recovering this or 
a part of it from his estate 7 

The Cuatrman said the Directors had 
been making enquiries with that view, 
but he could not hold out hopes that any 
considerable amount would be recovered. 
The Directors, however, would do their 
best. 

‘Mr, Lixpsax believed it was generally 

understood in Shanghai that there was a 
pretty large property, and that a good 
dividend might be expected from the 
tate. 
The Cuatnman said the Directors had 
done everything in their power to discover 
this property, and to recover all they 
could, and they would not lose sight of 
the matter. 

Mr, Liypsay—But you don’t think 
there is much probability of a dividend? 

Tho Cuarrman said he could not hold 
out encouraging hopes of it. The Direc- 
tors had not been able to discover the

The Cuarraan said the next business 
was to elect directors for the year. Three 
on the list of 1873 retired, Mr. Wood, 
Mr. Barnes and himself; leaving three 
new names to be proposed. 

‘Mr, Branp, understanding that the 
gentlemen he was about to name had con- 
sented to act, if elected, begged to pro- 
pose—

©, J, King and H. Lind, 

‘Mr. Gree seconded, and the resolution 
was passed unanimously. 

Tho Cuarnaan then said, if none of the 
shareholders had any observations to make 
on the conduct of the business of the year, 
or the position of the Company, they 
might consider the meeting cl . He 
hoped they would all do their best to pro- 
mote the interests of the Company, by 
giving it all the support they could, di- 
rectly and indirectly, in the coming year. 

Mr. Branp wished to ask about one 
little matter in the capital account. There 
was a small advance from the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank, of Tls. 27,717, on 
which interest was paid at 8 per cent. It 
seemed a question whether it might not be 
advisable to obtain the market rate of the 
day for the shares which the Company 
held at present, and redeem this advance. 
Ho was aware that, at last meeting, when 
the rate was much better, the question had 
been discussed, and 150’ shares placed on 
the market. 

‘Mr, Barnes said the remaining 350 
shares could not be allotted with- 
out the special sanction of the share- 
holders. The capital was Ts. 250,000 in 
2,600 shares, of which the Directors were 
allowed to issue 2,150. They began by 
allotting 2,000, and after last meeting, the 
other 150, but they could not issue the 
remaining 350 without special authorisa- 
tion. 

‘Mr. Branp asked if it was not advisable 
to issue these shares now. 

Mr. Barnes considered that in the pre- 
sent state of the market it was not. The 
Directors could have issued them a short 
time ago at 50 per cent premium, but they 
refrained from seeking authority te do so, 























because they thought they could gradually 
pay off the debt to the Bank out of earn- 
ings. Last year, they succeeded in decreas- 
ing it considerably ; and so much profit was 
made by the premium at which the shares 
were sold; which all went to buy land 
and property for the benefit of the Com- 
pany. There was therefore Tis. 47,000 
represented by actual property which was 
not represented by share capital, and 
which, less this debt tothe Bank, was 
profit to the Company i.e. they’ held 
‘ls. 47,000 worth more property than 
they had shares for, with the exception of 
Tis, 27,000 owing to the Bank ; and it was 
better that they should continue to pay 
the interest they did on that advance, 
than issue shares just now for the amount. 
Clause 11 of the Deed of Settlement ran :— 
The allotment of all shares up to and 
not exceeding in all the number of 2,150 
shares, shall exclusively appertain to the 
Board, but no further or other shares in excess 
of that number shall be issued or allotted, 
except in pursuance of a Resolution to that 
effect passed by a majority of votes present 
or represented at any Extraordinary General 
Meeting called for that purpose. 
Therefore the Directors could not 
these shares, even if it were polic 





todo 
so, and there could be no possibility of 
their being at any time issued without the 
Knowledge and concurrence of the share- 
holders. 7 

‘The Cuarnwtan remarked that this ques- 





tion had been discussed at the last annual 
meeting ; and the way in which it was put 
then was, whether it was more to the 
advantage of the Company to owe the 
Bank this amount and pay interest from 
the actual balance the Company might 
have, with the prospect at some time or 
other of paying it off or reducing it from 
earnings, or to issue new shares to au 
equivalent amount. The conclusion was 
come to, that it was nearly as broad as it 
was long—that the dividend to the now 
shareholders would be almost exactly 
equivalent to the interest payable to the 
Bank, and there was consequently no object 
inissuing this additional capital, ‘The Direc- 
tors were therefore not authorised to issue 
moro than the original number of shares 
put into their hands, which was done, and 
the debt reduced by the proceeds of these 
shares. The present meeting was competent 
to discuss this or any question connected 
with the Company; but there was no chance 
of these shares, or any portion of them, 
being put upon the market without the 
authority of an extraordinary meeting, 
which required thirly days notice, and 
must be specially called for this purpose. 

Mr. Banwes said it resolved itself into 
this, that it would be much better for the 
Company to owe the Bank ‘Tis. 27,000 
which would be redeemable, than to issue 
shares which would have to participate 
permanently in the profits, 

Mr. Brannsaid they found, however, this 
half year that no dividend was paid, while 
they had actually incurred a moderate loss, 
andino return either had been made to con- 
tributing shareholders, which he took to be 
equivalent toa debt. He mennt that the 
shareholders would sometime have to be 
paid that return, pro rata on their contri- 
bution 

Mr. ©, J. Kixe asked by how much the 
debt to the Bank had been reduced last 
year, so that they might consider the pos- 
sibilities of paying off the remainder when, 
as he hoped, they would recur to the pro- 
sperous time they had left behind them. 

‘The Cuarmaax said the amount of the 
reduction was Ts. 14,289.89, 

Mr. Ktxc—By the sale of shares?

‘Mr. Gnoox suggested that possibly more 
was paid for coolie hire de. under the old 
management, than was necessary ; and the 
change might have shown an improvement 
in that particular. 

The Cuarnaay said it was very little they 
could economise on that particular item, 
but the Directors had been trying to do 
what they could. He might mention, in 
connection with’ this, that for some time 
past the expenses liad been dispropor- 
tioned to the earnings, because the goods 
stored were going away, aud the Company 
had had to pay the coolie hire in dis- 
charging them while they were losing 
the storage, which made that item show 
worse than in ordinary times, He might 
explain a little more clearly what he menut 
by goods going away from the Wharf. 
The stocks of Manchester goods had boon 
diminishing, fortunately no doubt for 
some people. ‘The arrivals were few and 
the deliveries Jarge, and in consequence the 
Company lost a part of its storag 


‘Mr, Gnuowt said what he desired to as- 
certain was, whether the Directors found 
that under the new management the samo 
amount for coolie hire was charged on an 
equal amount of goods received into or 
leaving the Wharf, 

‘The Onarnaan said it was just the same, 
and he might observe that some six or 
eight mouths ago they were obli 
to increase the scale of coolie hire, havin, 
been working on a very low scale al 
through. ‘To get it well done they had 
to pay a little more, but they were still on 
as low a scale as any concerit in Shanghai,

‘THE A. D, C. PERFORMANCE. 


The admirable manner in which an 
entertainment exacting no slight prepara- 
tion in the play-wright’s and scene painter's 
departinents, as well as from the executive 
immediately engaged in presenting it, was 
put on at the Lyceum Theatre on Friday, 
proves that a partial failure and a some- 
what cold reception, so far from discourag- 
ing the A. D. C., but urges them to try to, 
revivify their drooping laurels in the warm 
atmosphere of a brilliant success. On tho 
present occasion, the Shanghai public have 
to thank the A. D. C., their musical alli 
of the Glee Club, aud the Orchestral con- 
tingent marshalled under the baton of M. 
Remusat, for an evening of the richest 
amusement they have ever contributed ; 
and if an enthusiastic reception could 
compensate the disinterested exertions of 
the entertainers, they were fully rewarded. 

‘Very shortly after the early hour of 8.30, 
which was fixed for the commencement of 
the performance, the curtain rose on the 
one-act comedietta, “A Cup of Tea;” in 
which the breaches apparently about to 
open up in the domestic happiness of Sir 
Charles and Lady Clara Seymour aro 
widened, but ultimately closed, by the 
uupremeditated appearance on the scene of 
a Mr, Scroggins, who, by a freak of cir- 
cumstance, becomes an inmate of their 
residence, and is used by each successively, 
much to his own bewilderment, in the 
furtherance of their little plots. ‘After he 
has acted as shuttle-cock, ‘without the 
feathers,” for some time, the comedy 
adj ta itself ; Scroggins diplomatically 
helps out Sir Charles, and is rewarded 
with the ‘Cup of Tea,” with which a dis- 
tracted footman has appeared and disap- 
penred some half-dozen times, and the com- 
fortable post of steward. — Lady Clara was 
cleverly performed by Miss Castor, who 
was all life and grace, with occasionally 
becoming sonpgon of dignity ; and Mr. 
Burkins played’ with much aplomb as 
Charles, opposing to my Indy’s quick and 
not ill-founded jealousy, the imperturbable 
bearing of a man-about-town turned hns- 
b But his claims to exertise the 
privileges of a bachelor and a Benedict at 
tho same time, and his professed freedom 
from anything like jealousy on h 
should her lndyship's movements seem to 
suggest it, disappear altogether when the 
latter, to test him, gets up a mock flirtation 
with Mr. Scroggins, alias (for the purpose) 
Howard. ‘Then the irate Baron nearly 
drives the innocent Scroggins out of hit 
muddled wits. The part was very well 
done. Mr. Nautilus, as Scroggins, took 
up tho broad comedy role with a facility 
which we had scarcely looked for from 
him, As the blundering, awkward, but 
good-natured “clerk in ‘an office,” got 
up to cnt a dash at his landlord's 
party, from which he had been unwit- 
tingly borne away, he played admirably, 
and sustained most of the fun of the 
piece. Mr. Timberpost also hit off to 
perfection the character of the unhappy 
footman Joseph ; nothing could exceed the 
expression of bewildered disgust with 
which he endeavoured to carry out the 
varying and whimsical orders of his master 
and mistress, and of settled satisfaction 
with which he at last served the long-de- 
layed ‘Cup of Tea.” 

‘The burlesque of “Romulus and Remus” 
ent Rome in modern Shanghai, 
and a very amusing transposition was made 
of it. Local allusions were plentifully 
interspersed, and many matters which have 
recently had. a share of public -attention 
were satirised in witty verses, set to popular 
music and admirably sung ly the actors 
and their associates of the Glee Club. | Mr. 
Drinkwater and Mr. Doolittle in the juve- 
nile capacity of the twins, Romulus and Re- 
mus, amused themselves with childish toys, 
and quarrelled and fought with precocious 
pugnacity ; and after emerging from the 
obscurity of the shepherd's hut, ably con- 
tested at the Forum tlie suffrages of Rome, 
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in presence of a stage assemblage which 
cheered each side as impartially as did tho 
audience. Both sang well and gave full 
joint to the puns and quips in the dia- 
logue ; and Romulus, who in a curiously 
compounded costume bore a wonderful 
resemblauce to caricatures of the present 
Premier of England, convulsed his audiences 
with his classic harangues on the Roman 
questions of the day. Mr. Isaacs (Numitor) 
veritable Jew, anufiled unctuously, and 
played effectively. Mr. Honeycomh'came 
strongly to the front as the usurping King 
of Italy, Tatius, and sustained the charac- 
ter with due majesty of tone and bearing. 
His songs were given ina rich rolling voice, 
With telling effect, The Sun-God Apollo 
on thie occasion was a bright particular 
lanet called in tho programme Miss 
iot, who was charming as she appeared 
at the footlights, sweetly ‘choiring to 
the cherubins” in the gallery.  Afiss 
BeTonald burlesqued the wolf in most 
Inughable style ; a twitch of the caudal ap- 
pendage was enough to throw the house 
into roars, and the lupine mask was well 
sot off by a Sairey Gamp bonnet, The noble 
‘abine ‘maid was carefully portrayed by 
Miss Phosphor, who was severely classic in 
ress and in carriage, but showed all the 
calculating eagerness of the modern git] of 
the period to securo the best match going, 
and a praiseworthy desire not to mi 
the precious gift of her affections, ‘Tatius? 
lieutenants, Messrs, Walbro’, Nautilus aud 
Hazard, ably seconded their leader ; and 
the Glee Club legion, in the garb of Old 
Gaul, with tho fire of Old Rome, rendered 
the choruses, and carried through the other 
duties assigned to them with an ability 
which proved them a powerful auxiliary. 
The songs as a whole were capitally sung, 
wi jon and wi ry attention 
to effect, and the singers wore worthily 
helped out by the plano, forte and orches- 
tral accompaniments, ‘The Forum scene 
evoked a call for the painter, to which 
Mr. Poluphoisboio ‘Thalasses responded, 
But our “grey, goote quill” (plucked 
from one of Gillot’s breed) has forgotten 
to recall the appearance of the sacred 
birds, which duly played their share in the 
destinies of Rome.

For the fourth time in their social his- 
tory, the Mih-ho-loong Company, on Tues- 
day night, gave their annual Bail at the 
Club, and though the occasion passed off 
with all the success which has attended 
provious ones of the samo kind, the fact 
that it was the fourth, leaves us the less 
to say regarding it.

CHINA BANK ORDERS.

4,000, and as 
the head of the firm is absent, the ma- 
nager thought it not only reasonable, but 
his duty to have it decided by the Mixed 
Court whether theso Bank Orders should 
bo returned to Messrs. Overbeck and Co., 
or whether they ought to remain in the 
possession of the buna-fide holders, 

On this the Judge of the Mixed Court 
gave a provisional decision, stopping the 
payment of these Bank Orders, aud stating 
that the final decision of the question to 
whom these orders should be adjudged, 
could only be given alter further evidence 
regarding the circumstances of the theft 

ould have been collected. 

‘The holders of the Bank Orders appealed 
from this provisional decision to the 
‘Taotai, but he confirmed the course of 
action’ taken by the Mixed Court, and 
moreover ordered that the Tis, 4,000 
should be deposited in his Yumen, until 
the final decision ot the cas 

When this decision of 
communicated to the parties Ly the Judge

Translation of a memorial to Li Hung-chang. 

Having ona soparate document sketched 
out the Ex American Regulations 
for Coast Trade shipping, I now proceed 
to lay before ¥. B. the general object of 
these Regulations and enstoms. 

English law allows the merchant ships 
of any other nation to engage in the coast- 
ing trade in Eugland ; but such ships while 




































































soemployed must pay tonnage dues and 
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duties, and conform in all respects to the 
rules laid down for vessels under the 
English flag. And the English Govern- 
mont only makes this concession so far as 
the consting trade of England proper is 
concerned, and does not extend the liberty 
to the costing trade of her colonies and 
depondencies. 

‘As regards American law, there is no 
special legislation permitting ‘merchant 
ships of other nations to engage in the 
coasting trade, and its spirit is to place 
the shipping trade as a monopoly in the 
hands of American citizens, in order to 
protect their interests; and in the same

enerally have laws in the same 
protective spirit a» America, TE foreign 
wilt ships are to be found in any such 
nation, it is because such foreign built 
ships aro found suitably adapted for their 
requirements. 

ecing then that cach nation does not 
pormit the ships of other nations to tak 
part in its coasting traffic, how comes it 
that China alone is compelled to admit the 
steamers and sailing vessels of all other 
nations to engage in her coasting trade, 
especially when, it, would seem that those 
other nations (England excepted) do not 
wish Chinese vessels to participate in their 
coasting traffic? 
urther, during the last ton years, tho 
amount that Chinese merchants have ‘paid 
to foreign-owned vestels as freight on 
goods carried from one Chinese port to 
another—and this amount shows the profit 
they have made—is not under fourteen 
million (ie. 14,000,000) 

My object in giving th 
induce the Chinese Government to follow 
the protective principle adopted by the 
“Engliah, Amoricau and other Governments, 
and give notice to the various Treaty Mi- 
nisters resident in Peking that after a 
cortain period, sny two years, foreign ships 
will not be permitted to engage in the 
carrying trade un the coust of Chins. By 
this means the protective principle will be 
clourly promulgated, and Chinese Stem 
ship Companies will then begin to flourish. 
During these two years, proper inquiries 
could be made as to what fe the best style 
of vessel, and ships be built in all respects 
suitable for the consting trade aud the 
various ports of China. ‘Thus the Chinese 
Hing would begin to circulate upon the seas 
and. always with profit. 

If the Chineso Government will make 
this attempt, and by an effort regain the 
position they have lost, i.e. repince the 
profits of the coast trade in the hands of 
their countrymen, it will not be difficult 
to persuade the’ wealthy merchants in 
every province to come forward and take 

res in Companies for building shi 
and conducting their own const carryin, 
trade, ‘hese Companies will flourish an 
be a suurce of wealth both to officials and 
merchants. 

‘Tho China Merchants! 8. N. Co., now 
established at Shanghai, is but in its infan- 
cy, and its progress is watched with inter- 
est by Chinese and with jealonsy by foreign 
merchants, ‘The latter are numerous, and 
if they enter into regular competition 
with it, it would certainly be dificult to 
secure its being carried on to any advan- 
tage.

already established in China are dependant

Go, a yearly sum of $1,000,000." By, this 
annual payment or advance of capital, the 
various Governments ssoure the prosperity 
of their lines of steamers in time of peace, 
and in a time of war they have the right of 
employing the vessels in the transport of 
soldiers, ammunitions of war, &c, Another 
advantage is that the vessels may be relied 
upon as a sort of training school for sailors, 
from whence the Government can draft 
men as they are from time to time required 
for other purposes. 

But if the English Government pay out 
this large sum every year, they have an ex- 

edient by which they compensate for that, 
Fo England and all’ places. where their 
steamer lines run to, they have established 
Post Offices, where Taxes and Duties have 
to be paid’ according to law, and these 
Taxes, Duties, é&e., are reckoned up in- 
terest'at the end of the year. For the 
year 1872 the total amount collected by 
the Post Office was £6,894,000, while the 
oxponses of collecting, &e., including what 
was paid to Steamers, Railways, dc. 
amounted to £3,874,000, thus leaving a 
balance in favour of the Government ‘Trea- 
sury of £3,020,000, which is equivalent to 
ten million “Taels S. 8. 

Tf the Chinese Government then would 
subscribe a certain portion of the eapital 
by way of assistance to Native Merchant 
Steamer Companies, so us to enable them to 
make certain of a profit, recouping itself 
from the proceeds of » Bost Office system, 
their success would be assured, and that 
too by the most appropriate means, Al- 
though the amount received for the post- 
ago of a single letter may seem very small, 
yet when you add them all together the 
total rises to a very large sum, In order 
to ensure, however, that all letters pay 
postage, very strict regulations are neces-

RELICS OF BUDDHA, 

On Saturday evening, Mr. Wylie delivered 
a long and instructive lecture under the above 
title, the meeting beingheld under the presi- 
dency of Dr. D.-J. Macgowan. 

‘The Lecturer, after a preliminary 
remarks as to the desirability of sceking 
some acquaintance with the ponderous 
system of faith that might truly be de- 
siguated the national religion of China, gave 
a general account of the life of Buddha, 
Born about five centuries before the time of 
Christ, ia Kapila, Central India, and the hei 
apparent of the royal house of Shakya, 
Buddha was of a meditative cast of mind, 
early conceiving a deep-seated dissatisfaction 




















with the world and its institutions. Aban- 
doning the luxuries of the palace, he gathered 
around bim a devoted band of disciples and, 


after leading a secluded life, died at a 
mature old age, in a forest near Kushinagara, 
from an attack of dysentery. ‘Then followed 
the traditional account of the marvels 
attending his decease,—of Buddha 1g 
himself thrice after he had been placed in 
his final resting-place, for the purposes of 
Instructing, consoling, and gratifying bis 
friends,—ot his funeral obsequies, and, lastly, 
of the burning of the body, the fire sparing 
ought but the relics. Chief among them

bones and the frontal bone, which were ina 
state of perfect preservation, and also-an 
cumulation of others of smaller size sufficient 
to fill an eight bushel measure, The Lecturer 
dwelt at great length on the subsequent bi 
tory of these relies, which were disseminated 
far and wide by Asoka, king of all India, over 
his vast dominions, of the supernatural power 
attributed to them by the devotees of Buddhism, 
and of the numerous pagodas erected for 
their reception. ‘The lecturer recounted the 
experiences and observations of Heuen-chwang, 
juddhist monk from China of tho 7tl 
ceutury, who spent sixteen yeare in visiting 
the relies and collecting the scriptures of his re- 
ligion, Amongst the 84,000pagodasconstructed 
by Asoka, it was believed nineteen found 
their way to Ching in the shape of miniature 
receptacles, models of the loftier edifices, 
There was one inside the Pwan Gate 
Foochow, which at first contained some reli 
of Buddha, But the best known exampl 
was in the temple of Yub-wang, wit 

journey of Ningpo, the uame being tl 
Chinese for King Asoka.” “Lhe pagoda 
built in the Sth century, and was still 
‘an object of worship to numerous devote 
from jar and near, and not a few Europeans 
had had the curiosity to look into the 
venerated casket, ‘The Rev. Mr. Milne, 
who visited the place in ’53, said “With a 
show of ceremony I was invited to 
through au orifice in the reliquary, I did #0, 
but saw nothing save what looked like a 
glass Lead; however, it did not deign to 
Shine on me [a power attributed to it) aud the 
aperture was soon closed.”

Tire sat it four inches in diameter, of a 
white colour, hollow underneath, 
ive a man's fingers; ani 
to the touch it was as soft as wax. Huen- 
chwang, who was there in 633, gave addi- 
tional evidence of its having existed at that 
period. Mr. Wylie next referred to the foot 
Print of Baddha, relating the traditional tory 
of the print of ‘Buddha's foot havin 
on the summit of. Adam's Peak, Ceylon, In 
numerous other places—in Allababad, Shra- 
vasti, Patna, and other places, footprints of 
Buddha were stated to hav’ been seen. ‘The 
lecturer, after detailing the traditional ac- 
counts of other of Budd's appertainments 
held in great veneration by folio: of the 
faith, said that in Uringing these things into 
notice, it was by no means his object to adduce 
them as a reproach to Buddhism. Christiani 
was not in a position to fli ss in that 
direction. ‘The history of relies in the Chris- 
tian church would reveal many a dark chapter 
in the annals of superstition, probably 
little inferior to Buddhist vagaries.’ Portions of 
the true cross were exceedingly numerous ; 
scarcely was there a saint iu the calendar of 
‘whose skeleton a portion might not be found ; 
and drops of St. Jobn the Baptist’s blood, a 
nail from the true eross, @ robe wors’ by our 
Saviour, a portion of one worn by the Virgin 
‘Mary, and the skulls of the Three Wise 
from the East still existed. Of Moses it was 
written, “but no man knoweth of ‘his sopul- 
chure unto this day,” and looking back upon 
the history of our race we were forced to 
see more than buman wisdom in that arrange- 
ment. But the religions of the world, like na- 
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tions and individuals, had their periods of in- 
fantile weakness, the energy of manhood, and 
the decrepitude of old age. They too were ex- 
posed to disease. The disease of relio worsh 
scomed incidental to every system of faith, an 
in most cases this phase was the surest symptom 
of decay. There was this difference 
Buddhism and Christianity, that while the 
former had succumbed under the deadening 
influence, the latter, having within itself a 
self-purifying and_ revivifying potentiality, 
‘was rising phonix-like with rapidly increasing 
vitality, from the ashes of its corruptions. ‘The 
death Knell of Buddhiem had already’ been 
. tolled ; but the religion of truth was renewing 
its youth, and as it were beginning tu bloom 
in immortal vigour, and would go on shining 
brighter and brighter unto the perfect day. 
Rev. Mr. Muirhead proposed, and the Chair- 
man seconded, a vote of thanks to the Lec- 
turer ; after which the meeting dispersed.

‘His Honour, addressing plaintiff, said—The 
defendant does not appear, although he has 
been given notice that I shall decide this case 
this morning, but I shall nevertheless proceed 
togive judgment, The lense has been produced 
to me, and after looking at the terms I have 
come to the conclusion that you cannot re- 
cover. The repairs tliat he is bound to execute 
under the lease are simply the ordinary 
tenant's repairs, that is to say, he has 
to, keep the premises generally in good 
order ; but these terms except the roof, the 
external walls, and so forth. Of course, in- 
dependently of the provisions of ‘the 
ease, if he makes any unauthorised alteration 
of your premises, it gives you a cause of action 
against him, Butit seems to me that di- 
rectly you have had natico of any alteration, 
ifyot do uot approve of it, you should im- 
mediately give him notice to restore them to 

‘ginal condition, and if he does not 
comply with your requirements, he will be 
jonsible for any consequences, how- 
ever remote in time, that may follow after 
the notice was given. You say you were not 
aware of it. ‘That may be perfectly true, but 
ou must remember defendant's position. 
He does not know you are not aware of it. 
You were absent from the place, but during 
your absence you were represented here hy an 
Attorney, and it was his duty to see to these 
things on your behalf. ‘The application of this 
principle to your case is this. “The chimney, 
which you ‘allege damaged the roof, was 
erected quite a twelve-month before the 
damage was committed, and you are too late 





































now in coming forward and asking that the 
damages should be made good. You should 
have given him notice a reasonable time after 
its erection to remove it, or that you would 
hold him responsible for the consequences of 
its erection. You did not do. so, but 
acquiesced in the a'teration he made on the 
property, (which the defendant thought an 
advantage), and if it has turned out to be a 
disadvantage instead of an advantage you 
must put up with it. Supposing you had 
been here when the chimney was raised five 
feet, what would you have said; would you 
have said to him, take it down? 

Plaintiff—I would. 

His Hoxour.—Then presumably he would 
have done it, and no accident would have oc- 
curred. But neither you nor your representa 
tive took any notice of it. 

Plaintiff. —The fact is he did not see it.

Seven bottles were gone; and the 
case hiad evidently been broken open on board 
the ship, but not in course of stowage. Davis 
had no right there. Tasked him what he was 
doing, and he said he wanted to go to sleep, 
Tealled upon the quarter-master to call a 
policeman. No quarter-master was there, but 
the chief mate heard my call and came down, 
He ordered Davis out of the hold. Davis was 
intoxicated. Another case in the same hold 
was broken open, and six bottles of brandy 
taken from it. A’ champagne case had been 
broken open ; I found two empty bottles. 

‘His Worsmzp said as this did not appear in 
the charge, witness must confine himself to 
the taking of the brandy. 

Witness continued.—I, saw Brown go into 
the hold shortly after Davis had been ordered 
up. It was about 12 o'clock. Nobody was 
at work at that time, I did not follow Davis, 
but went for the chief officer, found him, and 
he went to the hold where Brown was. I 
assisted a police officer subsequently in 
searching the forecastle. I found a broken 
bottle nearly half full of brandy. It was in 
Campbell’s bunk under low. I found 
the neck of a brandy bottle with a cork 
within the forecastle.

It 
would take away all the freight, and pro- 
visions wero very dear out here.” It was a 
thing that ought to be stopped. 

His Worsuir said the only evidence before 
him was as to the thirteen Lotties of brandy. 
‘How was it that they could not secure the 
hold agaiust such depredations. 

‘Witness.—We cannot always secure the 
hold, while the men are working a!.out it. I 
belive there are more provisions missivg from 
the ship than in any ship that has come into 
port for a long time, 

His Worsnir.—At all events my exquiry is 
avery simple one. ‘Two cases of brandy have 
been opened, and thirteen bottles stolen, and 
these three prisoners are charged with being 
coneerued in tho robbery. Lam of opinion 
that Davis and Brown are implicated in this 
act, As to Campbell, there is no sufficient 
evidence against him, the mere circumstance 
of a bottle being found in his bunk under his 
head being insufficient to prove his guilt, 
although it may be a very stibng case of sus.

W.G. Beavze, sworn, said—The prisouer 
{a tho steward of the Alhambra, Capt. Nel- 

ut, in his account made over to me, charges 
mt with stealing five pieces of ham’ and. six 
Pisces of bneon, ‘which he informed me had 

en given away or sold, while the ship was 
at anchor at Woosung. "I have endeavoured 
to deduot this from prisoner's account, but he 
objects, denying that he took them. Prisoner 
told me he liad given one ham to the crew on 
Christwas or New Year's Day, on account of 
not having any fresh meat on board. 

Capt. Cis. H. Netsox, sworn said.—I am 
Jato Captain of the ship. I left her on the 
23rd December, as soon as we came to an 
anchor at Woosung. I went on board ou the 
Lith January permanently. Twas several times 
on board méauwhile. When I left the ship 
on the 28rl, the accused was still on hoard. 
Ho remained there as far as 1 remember till the 
Jth January. George A peeca, one of the crew, 
told me thaé accused had been selling hams 
aud bacon. The next time I saw the accused 
—which was oa the 23rd January in the Hos- 
pital, where I was—I spoke to him about 
them, asking what he had doue with them. 
He told ine fic had given the crew oue ham. 
He could not account for the others, but said 
he was willing to pay for them. I sent him 
to Cheap Jack to ascertain the price of hams 
and bacon here. Averaging the five bans at 
16 Ibs., and the bacoa at 12 Ibs, each, I 
Jearned from his reply that the total value of 
the missing meat was $42.96. I did notallow 
accused for the ham he said he had given 






















































































away to the crew. I gave him an order on 
Russell and Co. for the balance of his wages. 
He took it without demur, but for some rea- 
sou has not yet cashed it. "I laid in the stores 
at San Francisco, I believe I laid in twelve 
hams and ten or eleven sides of bacoi. ‘The 
bill was left in San Francisco with the agent. 
Tbought them. The mate had a list of the 
stores. I believe it is kept in his desk. 

Capt. Beate said he had seen this book 
but twelve hims were not mentioned in it, 

‘Yo Mr, Exses—I provisioned the ship for 
the round voyage. Iused about six hams, but 
no bacon. 1 counted the hams and bacon the 
day before I arrived at Woosung. ‘The rope 
yarns supporting them had broken in conse- 
quence of rvugh weather, letting them down 
amongst the other stores. I told the steward 
to hang them up again. This attracted my 
attention and it was then that I counted them. 
When I was told by Apeeca that some hams 
and bacon had been stolen, I enquired of the 
mate about them, but got no information, 
Apecea told me he saw the accused give them 
away to some Chinaman,-whether he took 
mouey or not he did not know. Apecea was 
second steward, and I don’t know that any 
jealousy existed Lctween the two. I never 
sent an account to accused for $70, previously 
fo sending him the sesount Ihave already 
mentioned, 

Mr, Eaaces said ho hail been called upon to 
act in this case only afew minutes before it 
‘commenced, and lad had no time to obtain the 
production of certain papers which were 
necessary to be brought into Court, and upon 
this ground he asked that the case be ad- 
journed. He should then be able to shew 
that when Capt. Nelson gave accused an order 
for his wages, he made deduction of $70. 
Accused would have submitted to a reason. 
able cut, but not to this deduction. 

His Worsurr asked what the deduction 
was maile for.

TONQUIN. 
(Saigon Independant.) 

News from Tonquin has reached us from 
various quarters and diffcrent sources, which 
seoms to us quite worthy of eredit, and which 
Tends us to now consider the death of M. 
Garnier no longer as one of those regrettable 
events which have only a limited influence on 
the course of affai 











s, but as a real disaster 
‘as regards the suecess of the operations 








which we are carrying on in that country, 
When M. Garnier was placed by Admiral 
Dupré at the head of our expedition, we 
were the first to applaud this choice, We 
thought, aud we think still, that his personal 
merit and his severe study during a long 
and trying mission, his profound knowledge 
‘of the habits and customs of the popula- 
tions wi we are desirous to bring under 
our influence, designated him naturally as 
the man most fitted to fill this difficult post. 
Up to the 3rd December last, a space of 
hardly two months, how had M.’ Garnier ful- 
filled his mission? What results had he 
obtained? he Courrier de Saigon is cither 
silent or obscure on these two important 
points. We shall endeavour to fill up its 
spaces and to pieree its durkue 

‘The capture of the citadel of Hanoi, when 
the expedition commenced, wns not, as has 
been pretended, a useless butchery, but an 
act of vigour demanded imperatively by the 
cireunstances. Lt had the effect, combined 
with the capture by the Marshal of several 
high mandarins, to put an end to every attempt 
at resistence, and to secure to our partisans 
the attitude in the country on which wo 
had calculated. M. Garnior who, during the 
course of his journeys, had au opportunity of 
studying the sentiments and aspirations of 
there people, oppressed by the agents of the 
court at iué, and impatient to throw off a 
yoke which is'odious to them, was able clearly 
to make use ef their favourable disposition to 
cause the supremacy of France to be: Toooguisedy 
and to replace by sen who were reliable aud 
of his own choice, the authorities who showed 
themselves indifferent or hostile. In concert 
with the Chinese merchants, he was engaged at 
the same tie in making up a Customs! ‘Tariff 
ising the greatest’ guarantees to com- 
, together with au assured protection, 
and ultimately, by « proclamation posted on 
the walls of Haunoi, opeued the ports of Ton- 
quin to navigation and profit. ‘This last 
Ineasure was, moreover, the logical conclusion 
of our expedition, With the intelligent. aeti- 
ity which was one of his chief 
disposing with prulence his little Lody of 
troops, -M. Garnier soon caused our 
vereignty to be recognised in the six Pro 
vinees of ‘Tonguin, numbering more than 
three million iubabitants, He set up every- 
where functionaries devoted to our catiso, and. 
was making arrangements for the organisation 
of a native militia, No trouble or serious 
opposition was manifested. ‘The deposed 
literati and Mandarins retired, dissimulating 
their discontent, and recognising their incom- 
peteney. On all sides French flags flew in the 
Villages, and it was easy to sce thant before 
Tong,” large zone of Konguin would be aub 
jugated to our iufluence, when the relentle 
{incouseiente) ball of a Chinese pirate came, 
and in an obscure brawl suspended, with tho 
life of M. Garnier, the course of our success. 
We know, no doubt, that it was not within the 
instructions of M. Garnier, and above all with 
the force at his disposition, to conyner Ton- 
quin ; but he was better acquainted Uian any- 
Dody'with the ruses aud calculated delays of 
Aunamite diplomacy, and the plan which he 

ed with such happy persisteney, by un- 
1g to the Court of Ilué its feebleness and 
its unpopalarity, would have brought it per- 
force in a short time to accopt the conditions 
which we proposed to. him, aud at last to sign 
that famous treaty which it has held out to 
us s0 long, ‘The route to be followed was 
clearly marked ont, and the successors of M. 
Garnier seemed to have nothing to do, but 
to reap the results of his policy. Why then 
does everything now appear to be called in 
question? Why are forts taken and occupied 
by our troops, and the provinces which we 
had brought into submission rendered hack to 
the Annamites? Why are the functionaries 
nominated by M. Garnier deposed? What 
are the causes of this dieavowal of all our 
acts? What representations, what pusillani- 
mous suggestions have heen obeyed? Whatis 
this fatality which seems to strike our polioy 
everywhere with sterility and ridiculous diver- 
sion from its objects? Has M. Philastre 
only carried out precise instructions, or has 
he bad Jatitude to follow personal inspiratic 
ouly too well known. In any case, the 
astrous consequences of this retirenient, which 
nothing justifies, have not heen delayed. Be- 
hind us our enemies take courage and again 
hold up their heads; our partisans are followed 
ups some ‘of them have beon massacred ; 









































































































have been burned, the Missionaries, 
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who have lent us their assistance, fear the 
persecutions which will speedily arise. Wo 
can easily siezo Chinese junks, and hang 
pirates, but it will be dificult to gain bac 
the conftdence of the people, whom our 
abandonment leaves miserably ‘to inevitable 
reprisals. 

who Courier de Saigon of the 20th January, 
foretells the early return of M. Philastre from 
his voyage, which will already have had such 
sad consequences, and announces the de- 
parturo of M. Rheinart, Inspector of native 
affairs, as resident at ‘Tonquin. We trust 

corely that this officer, whose firmness and 
intelligence is recognised by everyone here, 
will succeed ia the mission which is confided 
to him, but we do not dare to hope it, after 
the campaign of the Chief of Native Justice. 














ODD FISH. 
(Scientific American.) 

‘The summer's work of the American Fish 
Commission is of unusual interest, from the 
fact that a larger number of queer marine 
animals have been brought to the surface by 
the improved dredging. apparatus employed 5 
and, besides, much valuable information has 
been added ‘to our knowledge regarding the 
habitat of various fishes and molluscs. A 
correspondent of Forest and Stream epitomizes, 
in an interesting communication, the labours 
of the scientists who have conducted the e> 
Flarstions, and we extract therefrom tl 
following ‘particulars regarding the progress 
and discoveries made :—A live calista conveza 
(a species of clam), brought up in Casco Bay, 
hs, it seems, ‘upset the opinion that 
it, ‘was extinct so far north.  Quohogs, 
which once existed in plenty and the shells 
of which are found in the Indian shell mounds 
which cover Peak’s Island on the coast of 
Maine, aro now obtained only in a little cover 
in Casco Bay ; while oyster shells, to which 
a saddle rock is but a pigmy, are thickly 
planted below the bottom of Portland Har- 

our, though as living organisms their species 
is now extinct, 

Down in these ocean depths, the animal 
kingdom takes from the floral tribe the duty 
of embellishment, but these flowers wave their 
graceful petals but to entrance a victim, which, 
‘whon seized, is pressed close to its mouth and 
then, even if larger than its captor, is swal- 
lowed whole. “Holding tightly to ite prey, the 
‘soa anomone gradually protrudes its stomach 
from its mouth, and turning it inside out e 
vyelopes its dinner, and then lies quietly wait 
ing the death of its food ‘and subsequent 
digestion. ‘Then such portions as are not 
suitable aro rejected, and the stomach is again 
stowed away for future use. ‘The 
ber (pentacta frondosa) is another curious 
creature. First found, it is a small compact 
gierkin; but lett to itself it wells and deve 
lops into an immense cucumber. ‘Two magni- 
ficent specimens of a star-fish, known as a 
gomaster phrygianus, were found in deep water, 
‘where an almost icy temperature made for 
them a constant winter, ‘They are four or five 
inches from point to point, and of a deep scar- 
ot hue, with a surface embossed like shagreen, 
‘Hundreds of a pale straw-coloured star-fish 
(clenediscus crispatut), hitherto esteemed very 
rare, were brought up from theso icy depths. 
"Three large specimens of a rare and beautiful 
anemone (usticina digitata), the first perfect 
‘ones ever found, were also obtained, 1 disco- 
vory of interest from the fact that none of the 
speci have been recorded as existing nearer 
the coast than George's Bauk, and at a depth 
of 400 fathoms, 

‘Worms predominate in the hauls of the 
dredge. Many sorts and sizes were found, 
from tiny creatures, the'peculiarities of which 
‘are distinguishable only under the microscope, 
to the grand cerianthus Borealis, one of the 
anemone family, a foot in length. All have 
the same style of house, and exude from their 
bodies a slime, which probably has chemical 
aGinity for the lime in the water, and which 
eauses the mud to adhere. One specimen 
caught had: tube around ‘him, an inch in 
diameter and a foot in length. He was 
thrown into a basin of water, where he moved 
repidly about, evidently ill at ease. The next 
day he was lying quiet; and about his neck 
was ating of mud formed from the floating 
particles in his prison. Dare the evening he 
was found stretched out at full length, trying 
toswallow an anemone that bad been impri- 
soned with him. 

‘The hermit crab is 4 common but curious 
greature, resembling 3 little lobster, armed 









































































with powerful claws and a very thick breast- 
plate. He is a quarrelsome customer ; but, 
unfortunately for him, the after part of his 
body is soft and aesion: Ll fs Be on 
resources he is a great co mat gets an 
Secession of bravery when he ‘discovers an 
empty univalve shell. This he examines in- 
side and ont, turning it over and over until 
satisfied that’ there is no weak place in the 
rear, when he passes into it tail first, and then, 
calmly folding his strong claws across the 
entrance, ig ready for the fray. When a larger 
crab finds a shell that suits him, in which a 
smallér one of his own species has already 
taken refuge, he unceremoniously i 
claw and drags the little one out. Th 
becomes the home also of a beautiful hydroid, 
which appears like a velvet coat of waving 
fibres. ‘These, seen through a microscope, 
resolve themselves into a triune creature— 
three bodies on one stem, each with its spec 
function to perform, making one litte single 
life. One body absorbs food, another repro- 
duces the young, while a third, armed with 
tiay jaws, defends the little community 
inst other creatures still smaller. 
‘Another odd specimen found was the goose 
fish or lophius Americanus. It is about 24 
t long, a flat, thick mud-coloured, mis- 
shapen monster, ‘whose small fins proclaim it 
tn rapid swimmer. Burrowing close to the 
mud, it elevates two little fishing rods, each 
about 12 inches in length, formed of a stiff 
tlaatic substance like the ‘pine of «catfish, 
‘These spring from the upper part of the nose ; 
and when not in use lie back flat upon the 
head. When the fish wants his dinner, 
however, the rods are raised at various angles 
and moved slowly about ; on the end of each 
dangles a red muscular fibre which dilates and 
contracts like a worm. Attracted by this 
bait, the wm ious pollak attempts to 
appropriate wrly. the goose fish lowers 
its lip, and then suddenly engulfs the unwary 
victim in its mouth, which, set with great 
fangs, opens like an old-fashioned carpet bag. 
Another curious find was the ogg of a 
skate, seemingly a dark-coloured case, of 
texture somewhat like a beetle’s back,’ but 
tougher. It was shaped like a fisherman's 
creel, a rectangle with the ends cut out, 
leaving a square contro with four projections 
‘on which to wind the line. The egg shell is 
not unusual, and can be found on sandy 
beaches, thrown up by the tide, dried and 
empty, looking like the husk of some nut. 
‘The specimen found vas opened and the little 
creature released and placed in a basin of 
water, where it swam around forseveral days. 
The yolk of the egg remained attached, aud 
appeared quite as large as the fish.

He alludes particularly to the 
cemeteries near Tientsin and Taku; and he 
states that they present a lamentable contrast 
to those of the French, and is anxious that 
Mr. Wade, our present Minister at Pekin, 
shoald receive instructions from home to 
resoue froin destruction the last resting-places 
of those who so bravely died doing their duty. 

Attention continues to be directed to the 
disadvantages which arise from the English 
mail packets continuing to work in conjunction 
with the Egyptian Railway instead of availing 
themselves of the Suez Canal. The present 
system involves transhipments and consequent 

lelays of a seriously prejudicial character, 
and some months back a memorial on 
the subject, signed by the most eminent firms 
of London, ‘was addressed to the Postmaster- 
General. ‘It is assumed that the Peninsular 





and Oriental Steam Navigation Company ean 
insure an equally good or a better mail service 
by using the Canal instead of the railway, 
and, if $0, the adoption of the former route 
would, in the opinion of these firms, conduco 
in every respect to public convenience,— 
London Times. 

The ss. Patroclus, 1,607 tons, Captain 
Drenning, left Liverpool’ on the 30th of Dec. 
Experienced strong variable winds to Gibral- 
tar on the 6th of Jan. Left there same day. 
‘Yo Port Said had fine weather and variable 
winds. Arrived on the 15th, left on the 16th, 
and arrived at Suez on the 18th, leaving 
at once.

‘Wharf at noon on the 2nd inst. 

Every European traveller who has studied. 
the commerce of Western Chinn on the spot 
has recorded the vast importance of Talee-foo 
as the centre of an old established trade 
between Thibet, Sechuen, and Burmah. ‘The 
route to Burmah consisted of the following 
stages :—From Taleefoo to Yunchang, two 
days ; on to Momein, four days more ; three 
days further to Mophoo ; and seven days more 
to Bhamo. At Mophoo the Chinese, ‘and at 
Bhamo the Burmans levy their duty ou 
exports and imports. From Taleefoo a large 
trade is done with Secbuen and with Thibet, 
and from these provinces they obtain numerous 
articles. ‘The variety of goods which pass 
between Yunan and Thibet proves the great 
capacity of the route. ‘Taleo exports to 
to Thibet silver, tea, cotton goods, spirits, 
sugar, and other minor articles, while ‘Phibet 
sends’ to Taleo medicines, ‘dried raisins 
rhubarb, musk, horns, skins, gold, wax, an 
gums. All imports from Yunan to ‘Thibet 
are passed free, while the Chinese lovy a duty 
on goods imported into Yunan, ‘The Frencl 
are busily employed in searching out the foute 
by the Soukoi, which they are striving to 
develop, and ‘our Government seems still 
deliberating as to the neceessity or otherwi 
of doing auything at all. Next mouth a well- 
organised French Mission, under the Comte 
de Rochechonart, will probably arrive here, 
and by the time they reach Mandalay a 
deputation of Chinese officials from Yunan 
will be on a visit to the Burmese Court’ to

Northern Departures —The ©. M. steamship Fusing sailed for Tientsin yesterday with a cargo of Rice principally ; 
and the S. S.N. Co.’s steamer Shantung and C, ©. steamship Haining left this morning with general cargoes, but tho 
departure of the steamships Appin, Taku and Chikli has been postponed until to-morrow—the native merchants, owing 
to the present derangement of their monetary system, having been unable to clear their purchases in time to admit of 
these steamers being despatched to-day. 





PIECE GOODS. The business of the week-—a portion of it, being noted in a P. S. to our lst report—was nearly all tranaacted on the 
25th, 26th and 27th ultimo, while hopes and contidence were strong that the native Banks would come to some decision regarding tho. “bank 
order” question before the Northern steamers left ; but yesterday they seemed as far from a settlement as ever, and consequently trade 
is nearly ata standstill. Considerable clearances for the North have already been effected, and they have been paid for, some by syceo, 
some by Haukow Bills, and some by a 5-day cheque drawn by the merchant upon, and accepted by, a native Bank and made payable to 
teller. “The last method does not seem a bad system, but it is not liked by the Banks—it is not cusfomt—sud in the meantime the Committes 
of the Chamber of Commerce has been memorialised on the subject. 


Groy Shirtings. The sales on 25th aggregated nearly 45,000 pieces of Sh-lb. goods; on the 26th they reached 20,000 pieces; and on 

the 27th about 15,000 pieces were booked. Since then scarcely anything has been done, tho dealers—only a few of whom were able 
to pay in sycee—being afraid to buy in the face of the present uncertainty as to clearance.’ The rates paid while busi 
shewed strength in some instances—as in fair quality lie Eagle chop, and Dewburst’s Eagies, which realised full previous quotations ; but 
yrenkuess in others, as in Mendel’ pillar chop—which has been resold to the merchant at Tis, 1.91 per pico, and although it has sinco 
been frely offered by the foreigner atthe selling price of last mall day viz. Tis, 1.99 los b Z-“the natives have ateadily refused to. pay 
it. "Between 7,000 aud 8,000 pieces of ordinary 7-Ibs. cloth have been taken at ‘Tls, 1.56. ‘Tbe market for this weight, however, has 
not yet fairly opened, and the same may be said of that for 10-Ibs.; but G-lbs. have been wanted, and several parcels have changed 
hands at from ‘Tis. 1.37 a ls. 1.40 per piece. 

‘White Shirtings.—64-reeds have been in good request, but buyers have been endeavouring to lower the rate and hence a limited business, 
‘They have also offered reduced prices for the lower counts, and with a like result. 

T-Cloths.—For 7-Ibs. Mexicans 17x17 square or so, there has been constant enquiry, and the sale of this class cannot have been less than 
‘35,000 or 40,000 pieces for the week. Moreover, the article has improved in value from 3 a 5 candareens per piece since business closed 
before China New-year. Thus goods for which only Tis. 1.33 a 1.35 per piece was then offered, have been sold at Ts, 1.97 a 1.40, and 

demand continues, Fine quality has also beon asked for, but holders refuse to sell at offered rates. A few common goods have been 

ettled at Tis, 1.10 a 1.15, and about 4,500 pieces of Dewhurst’s 8-Ibs. at the old figure of Tis. 1.70 per piece, and 1,600 pieces Lion and 

Flag at Tis, 1.60 per pioce. An occasional enquiry for common 6-lbs. cloth has been experienced, but thus far it has not resulted in any 

contracts. 

Drillg.—Fair quality 15.1be, Dragon—Eoglish—at Tis. 2.90 would find buyers if sellers would accept the rato, but generally they have 
refused this figure, and the business of the week lias thus been confined to 1,500 «2,000 pieces. ‘Tho quotations af last, wook aro 
unchanged. 

Joans.— Considerable transactions in these have again taken place, and there are still buyers in the market, Prices have advanced, and at 
tthe close thoy have a hardening tendency. 

Fancy Cottons.—A'few Turkey Reds, Dyed Brocades, Gentian Shirtings, Mahommedan Oloths, figure among the transactions of the week, 
Of the other articles usually embraced under this heading, no record appears.
